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EXPLANATORY STATEMENT 


TABLE 1 shows, for London and the County Boroughs and those urban dis- 
tricts with resident populations exceeding 50,000 at the last Census, the number 
of births and deaths (distinguishing deaths from certain causes and those of 
infants under one year of age) for the week ended last Saturday. The births 
relate to those registered in the area, but include births occurring in municipal 
maternity hospitals situate outside the area to which they belong. 

The deaths are exclusive of non-residents but corrected as far as possible 
by the inclusion of deaths of residents in other areas. The deaths in Edinburgh 
and Glasgow are fully corrected for non-residents ; those in Dublin and Belfast 
are corrected by the exclusion of deaths of non-residents occurring in public 
institutions. 

TaBLE 2 shows the deaths in London at ages and by causes of death and by 
cause in the current year to date with corresponding figures for the previous 
year. 

TABLE 3 is a summary of cases of certain specified infectious diseases in 
England and Wales notifiable under the general law or under orders made by 
the Local Government Board or Minister of Health and is based upon weekly 
returns received from the Medical Officers of Health of all Local (and Port) 
Sanitary Authorities. 

The names of districts in respect of which “ Nil” returns have been received 
indicating that no cases of the specified infectious diseases have been notified 
during the week, are omitied from this Summary 

TaBLE 3A is similar to Table 3, but relates to the returns received too late 
for inclusion in Table 3 of the previous week. It includes revised figures for 
England and Wales as a whole for that week. 

TABLE 4 shows for (a) London and (6) the Great Towns in the aggregate the 
births, deaths (distinguishing those of infants under one year of age) and 
numbers of notified cases of and deaths from certain diseases in each of the 
preceding thirteen weeks and in the current year to date with corresponding 
figures for the previous year. 

TABLE 5 is a Report of the meteorological conditions in certain towns for the 
week as a whole. 

TaBiE 6 is a Report of the meteorological observations taken at Greenwich 
on each day of the week. 

Summaries of the information, adjusted in respect of any returns or corrections 
received too late for the weekly issues, are published in the Registrar-General’s 
Quarterly Return and the Statistical Review (Part I). 


NOTES FOR THE WEEK ENDED 4th JANUARY, 1936 
BIRTHS AND DEATHS. 


In the 121 County Boroughs and Great Towns of England and Wales 
the live births registered in the first week of the year numbered 6,786 
corresponding to an annual rate of 17-0 per 1,000 living: stillbirths numbered 
270 corresponding to a rate of 38 per 1,000 total births registered (including 
stillborn): the deaths (excluding stillbirths) corrected as far as possible for 
non-residents numbered 6,606 (16 less than in the preceding week). 

Infant mortality, based on the average weekly number of live births during 
the last 52 weeks, was 79, against 60, 68 and 78 in the preceding three weeks. 

During the last four weeks deaths from influenza numbered 62, 67, 80 and 
110 respectively. 

In London (Administrative County including the City of London) there 
were 1354 live births registered corresponding to an annual rate of 16-7 per 
1,000 living: stillbirths numbered 53 corresponding to a rate of 38 per 1,000 
total births (including stillborn): the deaths (excluding stillbirths) numbered.’ 
1,415 (12 more than the number in the preceding week): infant mortality, based 
on the average weekly number of live births during the last 52 weeks, was 67, 
against 42, 62 and 93 in the preceding three weeks. 

Norr.—The increase in the numbers. of registered births is partly due to 
delayed registrations from the previous (Christmas) week.

TABLE 1 shows, for London and the County Boroughs and those urban dis- 
tricts with resident populations exceeding 50,000 at the last Census, the number 
of births and deaths (distinguishing deaths from certain causes and those of 
infants under one year of age) for the week ended last Saturday. The births 
relate to those registered in the area, but include births occurring in municipal 
maternity hospitals situate outside the area to which they belong. 

The deaths are exclusive of non-residents but corrected as far as possible 
by the inclusion of deaths of residents in other areas. The deaths in Edinburgh 
and Glasgow are fully corrected for non-residents ; those in Dublin and Belfast 
are corrected by the exclusion of deaths of non-residents occurring in public 
institutions. 

TABLE 2 shows the deaths in London at ages and by causes of death and by 
cause in the current year to date with corresponding figures for the previous 
year. 

TABLE 3 is a summary of cases of certain specified infectious diseases in 
England and Wales notifiable under the general law or under orders made by 
the Local Government Board or Minister of Health and is based upon weekly 
returns received from the Medical Officers of Health of all Local (and Port) 
Sanitary Authorities. 

The names of districts in respect of which “‘ Nil’’ returns have been received 
indicating that no cases of the specified infectious diseases have been notified 
during the week, are omitied from this Summary. 

TABLE 3A is similar to Table 3, but relates to the returns received too late 
for inclusion in Table 3 of the previous week. It includes revised figures for 
England and Wales as a whole for that week. 

TABLE 4 shows for (a2) London and (6) the Great Towns in the aggregate the 
births, deaths (distinguishing those of infants under one year of age) and 
numbers of notified cases of and deaths from certain diseases in each of the 
preceding thirteen weeks and in the current year to date with corresponding 
tigures for the previous year.

stillborn): the deaths (excluding stillbirths) corrected as far as possible for 
non-residents numbered 6,124 (482 less than in the preceding week). 

Infant mortality, based on the average weekly number of live births during 
the last 52 weeks, was 75, against 68, 78 and 79 in the preceding three weeks. 

During the last four weeks deaths from influenza numbered 62, 67, 110 and 
110 respectively.

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EXPLANATORY STATEMENT 


TaBLE 1 shows, for London and the County Boroughs and those urban dis- 
tricts with resident populations exceeding 50,000 at the last Census, the number 


of births and deaths (distinguishing deaths from certain causes and those of 


infants under one year of age) for the week ended last Saturday. The births 
relate to those registered in the area, but include births occurring in municipal 
maternity hospitals situate outside the area to which they belong. 

The deaths are exclusive of non-residents but corrected as far as possible 
by the inclusion of deaths of residents in other areas. The deaths in Edinburgh 
and Glasgow are fully corrected for non-residents ; those in Dublin and Belfast 
are corrected by the exclusion of deaths of non-residents occurring in public 
institutions. 

TaBLE 2 shows the deaths in London at ages and by causes of death and by 
cause in the current year to date with corresponding figures for the previous. 
year. 

TABLE 3 is a summary of cases of certain specified infectious diseases in 
England and Wales notifiable under the general law or under orders made by 
the Local Government Board or Minister of Health and is based upon weekly 
returns received from the Medical Officers of Health of all Local (and Port) 
Sanitary Authorities. 

The names of districts in respect of which “ Nil” returns have been received 
indicating that no cases of the specified infectious diseases have been notified 
during the week, are omitted from this Summa: 

TaBLeE 3A is similar to Table 3, but relates to the returns received too late 
for inclusion in Table 3 of the previous week. It includes revised figures for 
England and Wales as a whole for that week. 

TABLE 4 shows for (a) London and (6) the Great Towns in the aggregate the 
births, deaths (distinguishing those of infants under one year of age) and 
numbers of notified cases of and deaths from certain diseases in each of the 
preceding thirteen weeks and in the current year to date with corresponding 
figures for the previous year.

In the 121. County Boroughs and Great Towns of England and Wales 
the live births registered in the third week of the year numbered 5,836 
corresponding to an annual rate of 14:6 per 1,000 living: stillbirths numbered 
259 corresponding to a rate of 42 per 1,000 total births registered (including 
stillborn): the deaths (excluding stillbirths) corrected as far as possible for 
non-residents numbered 5,885 (239 less than in the preceding week). 

Infant mortality, based on the average weekly number of live births during 
the last 52 weeks, was 71, against 78, 79 and 75 in the preceding three weeks. 

During the last four weeks deaths from influenza numbered 80, 110, 110 and 
89 respectively.

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EXPLANATORY STATEMENT 


TABLE 1 shows, for London and the County Boroughs and those urban dis- 
tricts with resident populations exceeding 50,000 at the last Census, the number 
of births and deaths (distinguishing deaths from certain causes and those of 
infants under one year of age) for the week ended last Saturday. The births 
relate to those registered in the area, but include births occurring in municipal 
maternity hospitals situate outside the area to which they belong. 

The deaths are exclusive of non-residents but corrected as far as possible 
by the inclusion of deaths of residents in other areas. The deaths in Edinburgh 
and Glasgow are fully corrected for non-residents ; those in Dublin and Belfast 
are corrected by the exclusion of deaths of non-residents occurring in public 
institutions. 

TABLE 2 shows the deaths in London at ages and by causes of death and by 
cause in the current year to date with corresponding figures for the previous 
year. 

TaBLE 3 is a summary of cases of certain specified infectious diseases in 
England and Wales notifiable under the general law or under orders made by 
the Local Government Board or Minister of Health and is based upon weekly 
returns received from the Medica] Officers of Health of all artis (and Port) 
Sanitary Authorities. 

The names of districts in respect of which “ Nil’’ returns have been received. 
indicating that no cases of the specified infectious diseases have been notified 
during the week, are omitied from this Summa 

TaBLE 3A is similar to Table 3, but relates to the returns received too late 
for inclusion in Table 3 of the previous week. It includes revised figures for 
England and Wales as a whole for that week. 

TaBLE 4 shows for (a) London and (b) the Great Towns in the aggregate the 
births, deaths (distinguishing those of infants under one year of age) and 
numbers of notified cases of and deaths from certain diseases in each of the 
preceding thirteen weeks and in the current year to date with corresponding 
tigures for the previous year. 

TaBLE 5 is a Report of the meteorological conditions in certain towns for the 
week as a whole. 

TABLE 6 is a Report of the meteorological observations taken at Greenwich 
on each day of the week. 

Summaries of the information, adjusted in respect of any returns or corrections 
received too late for the weekly issues, are published in the Registrar-General’s 
Quarterly Return and the Statistical Review (Part I).

Brrtus AND DEATHS. 


In the 121 County Boroughs and Great Towns of England and Wales 
the live births registered in the fourth week of the year numbered 6,143 
corresponding to an annual rate of 15-4 per 1,000 living: stillbirths numbered 
260 corresponding to a rate of 41 per 1,000 total births registered (including 
stillborn}: the deaths (excluding stillbirths) corrected as far as possible for 
non-residents numbered 6,400 (515 more than in the preceding week). 

Infant mortality, based on the average weekly number of live births during 
the last 52 weeks, was 81, against 79, 75 and 71 in the preceding three weeks. 

During the last four weeks deaths from influenza numbered 110, 110, 89 and 
104 respectively. 

In London (Administrative County including the City of London) there 
were 1,249 live births registered corresponding to an annual rate of 15-4 per 
1,000 living: stillbirths numbered 31 corresponding to a rate of 24 per 1,000 
total births (including stillborn): the deaths (excluding stillbirths) numbered 
1,265 (39 more than the number in the preceding week): infant mortality, based 
on the average weekly number of live births during the last 52 weeks, was 73. 
against 67, 72 and 65 in the preceding three weeks.

CENSUS OF ENGLAND AND WALES, 1931 


Census volumes in respect of the counties of England and Wales have now been published. 


Parts I of the series, which are complete, relate to the areas as constituted at the date 
of the Census. Parts II will deal with the changes in boundary effected by County schemes 
under the Local Government Act of 1929, and will provide a limited range of statistics 
in respect of the newly constituted areas. 


Sectional volumes presenting the results of the census of industries, occupations, etc. 
are also available, and particulars will be furnished on application. 
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EXPLANATORY STATEMENT 


TABLE 1 shows, for London and the County Boroughs and those urban dis- 
ricts with resident populations exceeding 50,000 at the last Census, the number 
of births and deaths (distinguishing deaths from certain causes and those of 
infants under one year of age) for the week ended last Saturday. The births 
relate to those registered in the area, but include births occurring in municipal 
maternity hospitals situate outside the area to which they belong. 

The deaths are exclusive of non-residents but corrected as far as possible 
by the inclusion of deaths of residents in other areas. 'The deaths in Edinburgh 
and Glasgow are fully corrected for non-residents ; those in Dublin and Belfast 
are corrected by the exclusion of deaths of non-residents occurring in public 
institutions. 

TaBLE 2 shows the deaths in London at ages and by causes of death and by 
cause in the current year to date with corresponding figures for the previous. 
year. 

TaBLE 3 is a summary of cases of certain specified infectious diseases in 
England and Wales notifiable under the general law or under orders made by 
the Local Government Board or Minister of Health and is based upon weekly 
returns received from the Medical Officers of Health of all Local (and Port): 
Sanitary Authorities. 

The names of districts in respect of which “ Nil” returns have been received 
indicating that no cases of the specified infectious diseases have been notified 
during the week, are omitted from this Summary. 

TABLE 3A is similar to Table 3, but relates to the returns received too late 
for inclusion in Table 3 of the previous week. It includes revised figures for 
England and Wales as a whole for that week. 

TABLE 4 shows for (a) London and (b) the Great Towns in the aggregate the 
births, deaths (distinguishing those of infants under one year of age) and 
numbers of notified cases of and deaths from certain diseases in each of the 
preceding thirteen weeks and in the current year to date with corresponding 
figures for the previous year.

BirTHS AND DEATHS. 


In the 121 County Boroughs and Great Towns of England and Wales 
the live births registered in the fifth week of the year numbered 5,665 
corresponding to an annual rate of 14-2 per 1,000 living: stillbirths numbered 
251 corresponding to a rate of 42 per 1,000 total births registered (including 
stillborn): the deaths (excluding stillbirths) corrected as far as possible for 
non-residents numbered 6,080 (320 less than in the preceding week). 

Infant mortality, based on the average weekly number of live births during 
the last 52 weeks, was 89, against 75, 71 and 81 in the preceding three weeks. 

During the last four weeks deaths from influenza numbered 110, 89, 104 and 
98 respectively. 

In London (Administrative County including the City of London) there 
were 1,101 live births registered corresponding to an annual rate of 13-6 per 
1,000 living: stillbirths numbered 31 corresponding to a rate of 27 per 1,000 
total births (including stillborn): the deaths (excluding stillbirths) numbered 
1,223 (42 less than the number in the preceding week): infant mortality, based 
on the average weekly number of live births during the last 52 weeks, was 85 
against 72, 65 and 73 in the preceding three weeks.

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EXPLANATORY STATEMENT 


TABLE | shows, for London and the County Boroughs and those urban dis- 
tricts with resident populations exceeding 50,000 at the last Census, the number 
of births and deaths (distinguishing deaths from certain causes and those of 
infants under one year of age) for the week ended last Saturday. The births 
relate to those registered in the area, but include births occurring in municipal 
maternity hospitals situate outside the area to which they belong. nil 

The deaths are exclusive of non-residents but corrected as far as possible 
by the inclusion of deaths of residents in other areas. The deaths in Edinburgh 
and Glasgow are fully corrected for non-residents ; those in Dublin and Belfast 
are corrected by the exclusion of deaths of non-residents occurring in public 
institutions. 

TABLE 2 shows the deaths in Tendon at ages and by causes of death and by 
cause in the current year to date with corresponding figures for the previous 
year. 

TABLE 3 is a summary of cases of certain specified infectious diseases in 
England and Wales notifiable under the general law or under orders made by 
the Local Government Board or Minister of Health and is based upon weekly 
returns received from the Medical Officers of Health of all Local (and Port) 
Sanitary Authorities, 

The names of districts in respect of which “ Nil” returns have been received 
indicating that no cases of the specified infectious diseases have been notified 
during the week, are omitted from this Summary. 

TABLE 3A is similar to Table 3, but relates to the returns received too late 
for inclusion in Table 3 of the previous week. It includes revised figures for 
England and Wales as a whole for that week. 

TaBLE 4 shows for (a) London and (b) the Great Towns in the aggregate the 
births, deaths (distinguishing those of infants under one year of age) and 
numbers of notified cases of and deaths from certain diseases in each of the 
preceding thirteen weeks and in the current year to date with corresponding 
figures for the previous year. 

TaBLE 5 is a Report of the meteorological conditions in certain towns for the 
week as a whole. 

TABLE 6 is a Report of the meteorological observations taken at Greenwich 
on each day of the week.

Brrtus AND DEATHS. 


In the 121 County Boroughs and Great Towns of England and Wales 
the live births registered in the sixth week of the year numbered 6,456 
corresponding to an annual rate of 16-1 per 1,000 living: stillbirths numbered 
272 corresponding to a rate of 40 per 1,000 total births registered (including 
stillborn): the deaths (excluding stillbirths) corrected as far as possible for 
non-residents numbered 5,675 (405 less than in the preceding week). 

Infant mortality, based on the average weekly number of live births during 
the last 52 weeks, was 81, against 71, 81 and 89 in the preceding three weeks. 

During the last four weeks deaths from influenza numbered 89, 104, 98 and 
85 respectively. 

In London (Administrative County including the City of London) there 
were 1,229 live births registered corresponding to an annual rate of 15-1 per 
1,000 living: stillbirths numbered 38 corresponding to a rate of 30 per 1,000 
total births (including stillborn): the deaths (excluding stillbirths) numbered 
1,119 (104 less than the number in the preceding week): infant mortality, based 
on the average weekly number of live births during the last 52 weeks, was 85 
against 65, 73 and 85 in the preceding three weeks.

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EXPLANATORY STATEMENT 


TABLE 1 shows, for London and the County Boroughs and those urban dis- 
tricts with resident populations exceeding 50,000 at the last Census, the number 
of births and deaths (distinguishing deaths from certain causes and those of 
infants under one year of age) for the week ended last Saturday. The births 
relate to those registered in the area, but include births occurring in municipal 
maternity hospitals situate outside the area to which they belong. 

The deaths are exclusive of non-residents but corrected as far as possible 
by the inclusion of deaths of residents in other areas. The deaths in Edinburgh 
and Glasgow are fully corrected for non-residents ; those in Dublin and Belfast 
are corrected by the exclusion of deaths of non-residents occurring in public 
institutions. 

TaBLE 2 shows the deaths in London at ages and by causes of death and by 
cause in the current year to date with corresponding figures for the previous 
year. 

TABLE 3 is a summary of cases of certain specified infectious diseases in 
England and Wales notifiable under the general law or under orders made by 
the Local Government Board or Minister of Health and is based upon weekly 
returns received from the Medical Officers of Health of all Local (and Port) 
Sanitary Authorities. 

The names of districts in respect of which “ Nil’ returns have been received 
indicating that no cases of the specified infectious diseases have been notified 
during the week, are omitted from this Summary. 

TABLE 3A is similar to Table 3, but relates to the returns received too late 
for inclusion in Table 3 of the previous week. It includes revised figures for 
England and Wales as a whole for that week. 

TaBLE 4 shows for (a) London and (6b) the Great Towns in the aggregate the 
births, deaths (distinguishing those of infants under one year of age) and 
numbers of notified cases of and deaths from certain diseases in each of the 
preceding thirteen weeks and in the current year to date with corresponding 
figures for the previous year.

In the 121 County Boroughs and Great Towns of England and Wales 
the live births registered in the seventh week of the year numbered 6,050 
corresponding to an annual rate of 15-1 per 1,000 living: stillbirths numbered 
253 corresponding to a rate of 40 per 1,000 total births registered (including 
stillborn): the deaths (excluding stillbirths) corrected as far as possible for 
non-residents numbered 6,246 (571 more than in the preceding week). 

Infant mortality, based on the average weekly number of live births during 
the last 52 weeks, was 88, against 81, 89 and 81 in the preceding three weeks. 

During the last four weeks deaths from influenza numbered 104, 98, 85 and 
97 respectively. 

In London (Administrative County including the City of London) there 
were 1,182 live births registered corresponding to an annual rate of 14-6 per 
1,000 living: stillbirths numbered 38 corresponding to a rate of 31 per 1,000 
total births (including stillborn): the deaths (excluding stillbirths) numbered 
1,252 (133 more than the number in the preceding week): infant mortality, based 
on the average weekly number of live births during the last 52 weeks, was 76 
against 73, 85 and 85 in the preceding three weeks.

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EXPLANATORY STATEMENT 


TABLE 1 shows, for London and the County Boroughs and those urban dis- 
tricts with resident populations exceeding 50,000 at the last Census, the number 
of births and deaths (distinguishing deaths from certain causes and those of 
infants under one year of age) for the week ended last Saturday. The births 
relate to those registered in the area, but include births occurring in municipal 
maternity hospitals situate outside the area to which they belong. 

The deaths are exclusive of non-residents but corrected as far as possible 
by the inclusion of deaths of residents in other areas. The deaths in Edinburgh 
and Glasgow are fully corrected for non-residents ; those in Dublin and Belfast 
are corrected by the exclusion of deaths of non-residents occurring in public 
institutions. 

TABLE 2 shows the deaths in London at ages and by causes of death and by 
cause in the current year to date with corresponding figures for the previous 
year. 

TaBLE 3 is a summary of cases of certain specified infectious diseases in 
England and Wales notifiable under the general law or under orders made by 
the Local Government Board or Minister of Health and is based upon weekly 
returns received from the Medical Officers of Health of all Local (and Port) 
Sanitary Authorities. 

The names of districts in respect of which “ Nil”? returns have been received 
indicating that no cases of the specified infectious diseases have been notified 
during the week, are omitted from this Summary.

In the 121 County Boroughs and Great Towns of England and Wales 
the live births registered in the eighth week of the year numbered 6,039 
corresponding to an annual rate of 15-1 per 1,000 living: stillbirths numbered 
283 corresponding to a rate of 45 per 1,000 total births registered (including 
stillborn): the deaths (excluding stillbirths) corrected as far as possible for 
non-residents numbered 6,715 (469 more than in the preceding week). 

Infant mortality, based on the average weekly number of live births during 
the last 52 weeks, was 96, against 89, 81 and 88 in the preceding three weeks. 

During the last four weeks deaths from influenza numbered 98, 85, 97 and 
119 respectively. 

In London (Administrative County including the City of London) there

CENSUS OF ENGLAND AND WALES, 1931 


Census volumes in respect of the counties of England and Wales have now been published. 


Parts I of the series, which are complete, relate to the areas as constituted at the date 
ofthe Census. Parts II will deal with the changes in boundary effected by County schemes 
under the Local Government Act of 1929, and will i sco a limited range of statistics 
in respect of the newly constituted areas.

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EXPLANATORY STATEMENT 


TaBLE 1 shows, for London and the County Boroughs and those urban dis- 
tricts with resident populations exceeding 50,000 at the last Census, the number 
of births and deaths (distinguishing deaths from certain causes and those of 
infants under one year of age) for the week ended last Saturday. The births 
relate to those registered in the area, but include births occurring in municipal 
maternity hospitals situate outside the area to which they belong. 

The deaths are exclusive of non-residents but corrected as far as possible 
by the inclusion of deaths of residents in other areas. The deaths in Edinburgh 
and Glasgow are fully corrected for non-residents ; those in Dublin and Belfast 
are corrected by the exclusion of deaths of non-residents occurring in public 
institutions. 

TaBLE 2 shows the deaths in London at ages and by causes of death and by 
cause in the current year to date with corresponding figures for the previous 
year. 

TABLE 3 is a summary of cases of certain specified infectious diseases in 
England and Wales notifiable under the general law or under orders made by 
the Local Government Board or Minister of Health and is based upon weekly 
returns received from the Medical Officers of Health of all Local (and Port) 
Sanitary Authorities. 

The names of districts in respect of which “ Nil’ returns have been received 
indicating that no cases of the specified infectious diseases have been notified 
during the week, are omitted from this Summary. 

TABLE 3A is similar to Table 3, but relates to the returns received too late 
for inclusion in Table 3 of the previous week. It includes revised figures for 
England and Wales as a whole for that week. 

TaBLE 4 shows for (a) London and (b) the Great Towns in the aggregate the 
births, deaths (distinguishing those of infants under one year of age) and 
numbers of notified cases of and deaths from certain diseases in each of the 
preceding thirteen weeks and in the current year to date with corresponding 
figures for the previous year. ; 

TaBLE 5 is a Report of the meteorological conditions in certain towns for the 
week as a whole. 

TABLE 6 is a Report of the meteorological observations taken at Greenwich 
on each day of the week. 

Summaries of the information, adjusted in respect of any returns or corrections 
received too late for the weekly issues, are published in the Registrar-General’s 
Quarterly Return and the Statistical Review (Part I). 


NOTES FOR THE WEEK ENDED 29th FEBRUARY, 1936 
BirtHs AND DEATHS. 


In the 121 County Boroughs and Great Towns of England and Wales 
the live births registered in the ninth week of the year numbered 6,340 
corresponding to an annual rate of 15-8 per 1;000 living: stillbirths numbered 
296 corresponding to a rate of 45 per 1,000 total births registered (including 
stillborn): the deaths (excluding stillbirths) corrected as far as possible for 
non-residents numbered 6,063 (652 less than in the preceding week). 

Infant mortality, based on the average weekly number of live births during 
the last 52 weeks, was 82, against 81, 88 and 96 in the preceding three weeks. 

During the last four weeks deaths from influenza numbered 85, 97, 119 and 
107 respectively. 

In London (Administrative County including the City of London) there 
were 1,211 live births registered corresponding to an annual rate of 14-9 per 
1,000 living: stillbirths numbered 52 corresponding to a rate of 41 per 1,000 
total births (including stillborn): the deaths (excluding stillbirths) numbered 
1,266 (135 less than the number in the preceding week): infant mortality, based 
on the average weekly number of live births during the last 52 weeks. was 70 
against 85, 76 and 94 in the preceding three weeks.

TABLE 1 shows, for London and the Beanty Boroughs and those urban dis- 
tricts with resident. populations exceeding 50,000 at the last Census, the number 
of births and deaths (distinguishing deaths from certain causes and those of 

infants under one year of age) for the week ended last Saturday. The births 
' relate to those registered in the area, but include births occurring in municipal 
maternity hospitals situate outside the area to which they belong. 

The deaths are exclusive of non-residents but corrected as far as possible 
by the inclusion of deaths of residents in other areas. The deaths in Edinburgh 
and Glasgow are fully corrected for non-residents ; those in Dublin and Belfast 
_ are corrected by the exclusion of deaths of non-residents occurring in public 
_ institutions. 

TaBLE 2 shows the deaths in London at ages and by causes of death and by 
cause in the current year to date with corresponding figures for the previous 
year. 

TABLE 3 is a summary of cases of certain specified infectious diseases in 
England and Wales notifiable under the general law or under orders made by 
the Local Government Board or Minister of Health and is based upon weekly 
returns received from the Medical Officers of Health of all Local (and Port) 
Sanitary Authorities, 

The names of districts in respect of which ‘‘ Nil” returns have been received 
indicating that no cases of the specified infectious diseases have been notified 
during the week, are omitted from this Summary. 

TABLE 3A is similar to Table 3, but relates to the returns received too late 
for inclusion in Table 3 of the previous week.

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EXPLANATORY STATEMENT 


TABLE 1 shows, for London and the County Boroughs and those urban dis- 
tricts with resident populations exceeding 50,000 at the last Census, the number 
of births and deaths (distinguishing deaths from certain causes and those of 
infants under one year of age) for the week ended last Saturday. The births 
relate to those registered in the area, but include births occurring in municipal 
maternity hospitals situate outside the area to which they belong. 

The deaths are exclusive of non-residents but corrected as far as possible 
by the inclusion of deaths of residents in other areas. The deaths in Edinburgh 
and Glasgow are fully corrected for non-residents ; those in Dublin and Belfast 
are corrected by the exclusion of deaths of non-residents occurring in public 
institutions. 

TABLE 2 shows the deaths in London at ages and by causes of death and by 
cause in the current year to date with corresponding figures for the previous 
year. 

TABLE 3 is a summary of cases of certain specified infectious diseases in 
England and Wales notifiable under the general law or under orders made by 
the Local Government Board or Minister of Health and is based upon weekly 
returns received from the Medical Officers of Health of all Local (and Port) 
Sanitary Authorities, 

The names of districts in respect of which “ Nil”’ returns have been received 
indicating that no cases of the specified infectious diseases have been notified 
during the week, are omitted from this Summary. 

TABLE 3A is similar to Table 3, but relates to the returns received too late 
for inclusion in Table 3 of the previous week. It includes revised figures for 
England and Wales as a whole for that week. 

TaBLE 4 shows for (a) London and (6) the Great Towns in the aggregate the 
births, deaths (distinguishing those of infants under one year of age) and 
numbers of notified cases of and deaths from certain diseases in each of the 
preceding thirteen weeks and in the current year to date with corresponding 
figures for the previous year. 

TABLE 5 is a Report of the meteorological conditions in certain towns for the 
week as a whole. 


TABLE 6 is a Report of the meteorological observations taken at Greenwich 
on each day of the week. 

Summaries of the information, adjusted in respect of any returns or corrections 
received too late for the weekly issues, are published in the Registrar-General’s 
Quarterly Return and the Statistical Review (Part I).

In the 121 County Boroughs and Great Towns of England and Wales 
the live births registered in the eleventh week of the year numbered 6,546 
corresponding to an annual rate of 16-4 per 1,000 living: stillbirths numbered 
266 corresponding to a rate of 39 per 1,000 total births registered (including 
stillborn): the deaths (excluding stillbirths) corrected as far as possible for 
non-residents numbered 5,751 (506 less than in the preceding week). ; 

Infant mortality, based on the average weekly number of live births during 
the last 52 weeks, was 82, against 96, 82 and 76 in the preceding three weeks. 

During the last four weeks deaths from influenza numbered 119, 107, 112 and 
84 respectively. 

In London (Administrative County including the City of London) there 
were 1,354 live births registered corresponding to an annual rate of 16-7 per 
1,000 living : stillbirths numbered 37 corresponding to a rate of 27 per 1,000 
total births (including stillborn): the deaths (excluding stillbirths) numbered

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EXPLANATORY STATEMENT 


TaBLE 1 shows, for London and the County Boroughs and those urban‘dis- 
tricts with resident populations exceeding 50,000 at the last Census, the number 
of births and deaths (distinguishing deaths from certain causes and those of 
infants under one year of age) for the week ended last Saturday. The births 
relate to those registered in the area, but include births occurring in municipal 
maternity hospitals situate outside the area to which they belong. 

The deaths are exclusive of non-residents but corrected as far as possible 
by the inclusion of deaths of residents in other areas. The deaths in Edinburgh 
and Glasgow are fully corrected for non-residents ; those in Dublin and Belfast 
are corrected by the exclusion of deaths of non-residents occurring in public 
institutions.

‘ TaBLE 3 is a summary of cases of certain specified infectious diseases in 
England and Wales notifiable under the general law or under orders made by 
the Local Government Board or Minister of Health and is based upon weekly 
returns received from the Medical Officers of Health of all Local (and Port) 
Sanitary Authorities. 

The names of districts in respect of which ‘‘ Nil” returns have been received 
indicating that no cases of the specified infectious diseases have been notified 
during the week, are omitied from this Summary. 

TABLE 3A is similar to Table 3, but relates to the returns received too late 
for inclusion in Table 3 of the previous week. It includes revised figures for 
England and Wales as a whole for that week, 

TABLE 4 shows for (a) London and (6) the Great Towns in the aggregate the 
births, deaths (distinguishing those of infants under one year of age) and 
numbers of notified cases of and deaths from certain diseases in each of the 
preceding thirteen weeks and in the current year to date with corresponding 
figures for the previous year. 

TABLE 5 is a Report of the meteorological conditions in certain towns for the 
week as a whole. 

TABLE 6 is a Report of the meteorological observations taken at Greenwich 
on each day of the week.

NOTES FOR THE WEEK ENDED 21st MARCH, 1936 
BIRTHS AND DEATHS. 


In the 121 County Boroughs and Great Towns of England and Wales 
the live births registered in the twelfth week of the year numbered 6,475 
corresponding to an annual rate of 16-2 per 1,000 living: stillbirths numbered 
294 corresponding to a rate of 43 per 1,000 total births registered (including 
stillborn): the deaths (excluding stillbirths) corrected as far as possible for 
non-residents numbered 5,840 (89 more than in the preceding week). 

Infant mortality, based on the average weekly number of live births during 
the last 52 weeks, was 79, against 82, 76 and 82 in the preceding three weeks. 

During the last four weeks deaths from influenza numbered 107, 112, 84 and 
86 respectively. 

In London (Administrative County including the City of London) there 
were 1,310 live births registered corresponding to an annual rate of 16-1 per 
1,000 living: stillbirths numbered 49 corresponding to a rate of 36 per 1,000 
total births (including stillborn): the deaths (excluding stillbirths) numbered 
1,246 (6 less than the number in the preceding week): infant mortality, based 
on the average weekly number of live births during the last 52 weeks. was 87 
against 70, 77 and 85 in the preceding three weeks.

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EXPLANATORY STATEMENT 


TABLE 1 shows, for London and the County Boroughs and those urban dis- 
tricts with resident populations exceeding 50,000 at the last Census, the number 
of births and deaths (distinguishing deaths from certain causes and those of 
infants under one year of age) for the week ended last Saturday. The births 
relate to those registered in the area, but include births occurring in municipal 
maternity hospitals situate outside the area to which they belong. 

The deaths are exclusive of non-residents but corrected as far as possible 
by the inclusion of deaths of residents in other areas. The deaths in Edinburgh 
and Glasgow are fully corrected for non-residents ; those in Dublin and Belfast 
are corrected by the exclusion of deaths of non-residents occurring in public 
institutions. 

TABLE 2 shows the deaths in London at ages and by causes of death and by 
cause in the current year to date with corresponding figures for the previous 
year. 

TABLE 3 is a summary of cases of certain specified infectious diseases in 
England and Wales notifiable under the general law or under orders made by 
the Local Government Board or Minister of Health and is based upon weekly 
returns received from the Medical Officers of Health of all Local (and Port) 
Sanitary Authorities, 

The names of districts in respect of which ‘“ Nil’ returns have been received 
indicating that no cases of the specified infectious diseases have been notified 
during the week, are omitted from this Summary. 

TABLE 8A is similar to Table 3, but relates to the returns received too late 
for inclusion in Table 3 of the previous week. It includes revised figures for 
England and Wales as a whole for that week. 

TABLE 4 shows for (a) London and (b) the Great Towns in the aggregate the 
births, deaths (distinguishing those of infants under one year of age) and 
numbers of notified cases of and deaths from certain diseases in each of the 
preceding thirteen weeks and in the current year to date with corresponding 
figures for the previous. year. 

TABLE 5 is a Report of the meteorological conditions in certain towns for the 
week as a whole. 


TABLE 6 is a Report of the meteorological observations taken at Greenwich 
on each day of the week. 

Summaries of the information, adjusted in respect of any returns or corrections 
received too late for the weekly issues, are published in the Registrar-General’s 
Quarterly Return and the Statistical Review (Part I). 


NOTES FOR THE WEEK ENDED 28th MARCH, 1936 
BirtHs AND DEATHS. 


In the 121 County Boroughs and Great Towns of England and Wales 
the live births registered in the thirteenth week of the year numbered 6,147 
corresponding to an annual rate of 15-4 per 1,000 living: stillbirths numbered 
288 corresponding to a rate of 45 per 1,000 total births registered (including 
stillborn): the deaths (excluding stillbirths) corrected as far as possible for 
non-residents numbered 5,389 (451 less than in the preceding week). 

Infant mortality, based on the average weekly number of live births during 
the last 52 weeks, was 73, against 76, 82 and 79 in the preceding three weeks. 

During the last four weeks deaths from influenza numbered 112, 84, 86 and 
79 respectively. 

In London (Administrative County including the City of London) there 
were 1,266 live births registered corresponding to an annual rate of 15-6 per 
1,000 living: stillbirths numbered 48 corresponding to a rate of 33 per 1,000 
total births (including stillborn): the deaths (excluding stillbirths) numbered 
1,140 (106 less than the number in the preceding week): infant mortality, based 


on the average weekly number of live births during the last 52 weeks. was 69 
against 77, 85 and 87 in the preceding three weeks.

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EXPLANATORY STATEMENT 


TABLE 1 shows, for London and the County Boroughs and those urban dis- 
tricts with resident populations exceeding 50,000 at the last Census, the number 
of births and deaths (distinguishing deaths from certain causes and those of 
infants under one year of age) for the week ended last Saturday. The births 
relate to those registered in the area, but include births occurring in municipal 
maternity hospitals situate outside the area to which they belong. 

The deaths are exclusive of non-residents but corrected as far as possible 
by the inclusion of deaths of residents in other areas. The deaths in Edinburgh 
and Glasgow are fully corrected for non-residents ; those in Dublin and Belfast 
are corrected by the exclusion of deaths of non-residents occurring in public 
institutions. 

TABLE 2 shows the deaths in London at ages and by causes of death and by 
cause in the current year to date with corresponding figures for the previous 
year. 

TABLE 3 is a summary of cases of certain specified infectious diseases in 
England and Wales notifiable under the general law or under orders made by 
the Local Government Board or Minister of Health and is based upon weekly 
returns received from the Medical Officers of Health of all Local (and Port) 
Sanitary Authorities. 

The names of districts in respect of which “‘ Nil” returns have been received 
indicating that no cases of the specified infectious diseases have been notified 
during the week, are omitied from this Summary. 

TABLE 3A is similar to Table 3, but relates to the returns received too late 
for inclusion in Table 3 of the previous week. It includes revised figures for 
England and Wales as a whole for that week. 

TaBLE 4 shows for (a) London and (b) the Great Towns in the aggregate the 
births, deaths (distinguishing those of infants under one year of age) and 
numbers of notified cases of and deaths from certain diseases in each of the 
preceding thirteen weeks and in the current year to date with corresponding 
figures for the previous year. 

TaBLE 5 is a Report of the meteorological conditions in certain towns for the 
week as a whole. 

TABLE 6 is a Report of the meteorological observations taken at Greenwich 
on each day of the week. 

Summaries of the information, adjusted in respect of any returns or corrections 
received too late for the weekly issues, are published in the Registrar-General’s 
Quarterly Return and the Statistical Review (Part I). 


NOTES FOR THE WEEK ENDED 4th APRIL, 1936 
BirtHs AND DEATHS. 


In the 122 County Boroughs and Great Towns of England and Wales 
the live births registered in the fourteenth week of the year numbered 6,184 
corresponding to an annual rate of 15-4 per 1,000 living: stillbirths numbered 
320 corresponding to a rate of 49 per 1,000 total births registered (including 
stillborn): the deaths (excluding stillbirths) corrected as far as possible for 
non-residents numbered 4,961 (428 less than in the preceding week). 

Infant mortality, based on the average weekly number of live births during 
the last 52 weeks, was 62 against 82, 79 and 73 in the preceding three weeks. 

During the last four weeks deaths from influenza numbered 84, 86, 79 and 
71 respectively. 

In London (Administrative County including the City of London) there 
were 1,148 live births registered corresponding to an annual rate of 14:3 per 
1,000 living: stillbirths numbered 49 corresponding to a rate of 41 per 1,000 
total births (including stillborn): the deaths (excluding stillbirths) numbered 
1,019 (121 less than the number in the preceding week): infant mortality, based 
on the average weekly number of live births during the last 52 weeks, was 72 
against 85, 87 and 69 in the preceding three weeks.

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EXPLANATORY STATEMENT 


TABLE 1 shows, for London and the County Boroughs and those urban dis- 
tricts with resident populations exceeding 50,000 at the last Census, the number 
of births and deaths (distinguishing deaths from certain causes and those of 
infants under one year of age) for the week ended last Saturday. The births 
relate to those registered in the area, but include births occurring in municipal 
maternity hospitals situate outside the area to which they belong. 

The deaths are exclusive of non-residents but corrected as far as possible 
by the inclusion of deaths of residents in other areas. The deaths in Edinburgh 
and Glasgow are fully corrected for non-residents ; those in Dublin and Belfast 
are corrected by the exclusion of deaths of non-residents occurring in public 
institutions. 

TaBLE 2 shows the deaths in London at ages and by causes of death and by 
cause in the current year to date with corresponding figures for the previous 
year. 

TaBLE 3 is a summary of cases of certain specified infectious diseases in 
England and Wales notifiable under the general law or under orders made by 
the Local Government Board or Minister of Health and is based upon weekly 
returns received from the Medical Officers of Health of all Local (and Port) 
Sanitary Authorities, 

The names of districts in respect of which “‘ Nil’ returns have been received 
indicating that no cases of the specified infectious diseases have been notified 
during the week, are omitted from this Summary. 

TABLE 3A is similar to Table 3, but relates to the returns received too late 
for inclusion in Table 3 of the previous week. It includes revised figures for 
England and Wales as a whole for that week. 

TaBLE 4 shows for (a) London and (6) the Great Towns in the aggregate the 
births, deaths (distinguishing those of infants under one year of age) and 
numbers of notified cases of and deaths from certain diseases in each of the 
preceding thirteen weeks and in the current year to date with corresponding 
figures for the previous year. 

TABLE 5 is a Report of the meteorological conditions in certain towns for the 
week as a whole. 

TABLE 6 is a Report of the meteorological observations taken at Greenwich 
on each day of the week. 

Summaries of the information, adjusted in respect of any returns or corrections 
received too late for the weekly issues, are published in the Registrar-General’s 
Quarterly Return and the Statistical Review (Part I). 


NOTES FOR THE WEEK ENDED 11th APRIL, 1936 
BIRTHS AND DEATHS. 


In the 122 County Boroughs and Great Towns of England and Wales 
the live births registered in the fifteenth week of the year numbered 5,795 
corresponding to an annual rate of 14-4 per 1,000 living: stillbirths numbered 
243 corresponding to a rate of 40 per 1,000 total births registered (including 
stillborn): the deaths (excluding stillbirths) corrected as far as possible for 
non-residents numbered 4,803 (158 less than in the preceding week). 

Infant mortality, based on the average weekly number of live births during 
the last 52 weeks, was 64 against 79, 73 and 61 in the preceding three weeks. 

During the last four weeks deaths from influenza numbered 86, 79, 71 and 
57 respectively. 

In London (Administrative County including the City of London) there 
were 1,101 live births registered corresponding to an annual rate of 13-7 per 
1,000 living: stillbirths numbered 39 corresponding to a rate of 34 per 1,000 
total births (including stillborn): the deaths (excluding stillbirths) numbered 
922 (97 less than the number in the preceding week): infant mortality, based 
on the average weekly number of live births during the last 52 weeks, was 57 
against 87, 69 and 72 in the preceding three weeks.

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EXPLANATORY STATEMENT 


TaBLE 1 shows, for London and the County Boroughs and those urban dis- 
tricts with resident populations exceeding 50,000 at the last Census, the number 
of births and deaths (distinguishing deaths from certain causes and those of 
infants under one year of age) for the week ended last Saturday. The births 
relate to those registered in the area, but include births occurring in municipal 
maternity hospitals situate outside the area to which they belong. 

The deaths are exclusive of non-residents but corrected as far as possible 
by the inclusion of deaths of residents in other areas. The deaths in Edinburgh 
and Glasgow are fully corrected for non-residents ; those in Dublin and Belfast 
are corrected by the exclusion of deaths of non-residents occurring in public 
institutions. 

TABLE 2 shows the deaths in London at ages and by causes of death and by 
cause in the current year to date with corresponding figures for the previous 
year. 

TABLE 3 is a summary of cases of certain specified infectious diseases in 
England and Wales notifiable under the general law or under orders made by 
the Local Government Board or Minister of Health and is based upon weekly 
returns received from the Medical Officers of Health of all Local (and Port) 
Sanitary Authorities, 

The names of districts in respect of which “ Nil” returns have been received 
indicating that no cases of the specified infectious diseases have been notified 
during the week, are omitied from this Summary. 

TABLE 3A is similar to Table 3, but relates to the returns received too late 
for inclusion in Table 3 of the previous week. It includes revised figures for 
England and Wales as a whole for that week. 

TaBLE 4 shows for (a) London and (b) the Great Towns in the ageregate the 
births, deaths (distinguishing those of infants under one year of age) and 
numbers of notified cases of and deaths from certain diseases in each of the 
preceding thirteen weeks and in the current year to date with corresponding 
figures for the previous year. 

TaBLeE 5 is a Report of the meteorological conditions in certain towns for the 
week as a whole. 


TABLE 6 is a Report of the meteorological observations taken at Greenwich 
on each day of the week.

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EXPLANATORY STATEMENT 


TABLE 1 shows, for London and the County Boroughs and those urban dis- 
tricts with resident populations exceeding 50,000 at the last Census, the number 
of births and deaths (distinguishing deaths from certain causes and those of 
infants under one year of age) for the week ended last Saturday. The births 
relate to those registered in the area, but include births occurring in municipal 
maternity hospitals situate outside the area to which they belong. 

The deaths are exclusive of non-residents but corrected as far as possible 
by the inclusion of deaths of residents in other areas. The deaths in Edinburgh 
and Glasgow are fully corrected for non-residents ; those in Dublin and Belfast 
are corrected by the exclusion of deaths of non-residents occurring in public 
institutions. 

TABLE 2 shows the deaths in London at ages and by causes of death and by 
cause in the current year to date with corresponding figures for the previous 
year. 

TABLE 3 is a summary of cases of certain specified infectious diseases in 
England and Wales notifiable under the general law or under orders made by 
the Local Government Board or Minister of Health and is based upon weekly 
returns received from the Medical Officers of Health of all Local (and Port) 
Sanitary Authorities, 

The names of districts in respect of which “* Nil’ returns have been received 
indicating that no cases of the specified infectious diseases have been notified 
during the week, are omitted from this Summary. 

TABLE 3A is similar to Table 3, but relates to the returns received too late 
for inclusion in Table 3 of the previous week. It includes revised figures for 
England and Wales as a whole for that week. 

TaBLE 4 shows for (a) London and (b) the Great Towns in the aggregate the 
births, deaths (distinguishing those of infants under one year of age) and 
numbers of notified cases of and deaths from certain diseases in each of the 
preceding thirteen weeks and in the current year to date with corresponding 
figures for the previous year. 

TaBLE 5 is a Report of the meteorological conditions in certain towns for the 
week as a whole. 

TABLE 6 is a Report of the meteorological observations taken at Greenwich 
on each day of the week.

BirTHS AND DEATHS. 


In the 122 County Boroughs and Great Towns of England and Wales 
the live births registered in the seventeenth week of the year numbered 7,090 
correspending to an annual rate of 17-7 per 1,000 living: stillbirths numbered 
315 corresponding to a rate of 43 per 1,000 total births registered (including 
stillborn): the deaths (excluding stillbirths) corrected as far as possible for 
non-residents numbered 5,239 (211 more than in the preceding week). 

Infant mortality, based on the average weekly number of live births during 
the last 52 weeks, was 63 against 61, 64 and 65 in the preceding three weeks. 

In London (Administrative County including the City of London) there 
were 1,448 live births registered corresponding to an annual rate of 18-0 per 
1,000 living: stillbirths numbered 51 corresponding to a rate of 34 per 1,000 
total births (including stillborn): the deaths (excluding stillbirths) numbered 
1,040 (33 less than the number in the preceding week): infant mortality, based 
on the average weekly number of live births during the last 52 weeks, was 74 
against 72, 57 and 69 in the preceding three weeks.

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EXPLANATORY STATEMENT 


TABLE 1 shows, for London and the County Boroughs and those urban dis- 
tricts with resident populations exceeding 50,000 at the last Census, the number 
of births and deaths (distinguishing deaths from certain causes and those of 
infants under one year of age) for the week ended last Saturday. The births 
relate to those registered in the area, but include births occurring in municipal 
maternity hospitals situate outside the area to which they belong. 

The deaths are exclusive of non-residents but corrected as far as possible 
by the inclusion of deaths of residents in other areas. The deaths in Edinburgh 
and Glasgow are fully corrected for non-residents ; those in Dublin and Belfast 
are corrected by the exclusion of deaths of non-residents oceurring in public 
institutions. 

TaBLE 2 shows the deaths in London at ages and by causes of death and by 
cause in the current year to date with corresponding figures for the previous 
year. 

TABLE 3 is a summary of cases of certain specified infectious diseases in 
England and Wales notifiable under the general law or under orders made by 
the Local Government Board or Minister of Health and is based upon weekly 
returns received from the Medical Officers of Health of all Local (and Port) 
Sanitary Authorities. 

The names of districts in respect of which “ Nil” returns have been received 
indicating that no cases of the specified infectious diseases have been notified 
during the week, are omitted from this Summary. 

TABLE 3A is similar to Table 3, but relates to the returns received too late 
for inclusion in Table 3 of the previous week. It includes revised figures for 
England and Wales as a whole for that week. 

TasBiE 4 shows for (a) London and (b) the Great Towns in the aggregate the 
births, deaths (distinguishing those of infants under one year of age) and 
numbers of notified cases of and deaths from certain diseases in each of the 
preceding thirteen weeks and in the current year to date with corresponding 
tigures for the previous year. 

TaB_E 5 is a Report of the meteorological conditions in certain towns for the 
week as a whole.

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EXPLANATORY STATEMENT 


TABLE 1 shows, for London and the County Boroughs and those urban dis- 
tricts with resident populations exceeding 50,000 at the last Census, the number 
of births and deaths (distinguishing deaths from certain causes and those of 
infants under one year of age) for the week ended last Saturday. The births 
relate to those registered in the area, but include births occurring in municipal 
maternity hospitals situate outside the area to which they belong. 

The deaths are exclusive of non-residents but corrected as far as possible 
by the inclusion of deaths of residents in other areas. The deaths in Edinburgh 
and Glasgow are fully corrected for non-residents ; those in Dublin and Belfast 
are corrected by the exclusion of deaths of non-residents occurring in public 
institutions. 

TaBLE 2 shows the deaths in London at ages and by causes of death and by 
cause in the current year to date with corresponding figures for the previous 
year. 

TaBLE 3 is a summary of cases of certain specified infectious diseases in 
England and Wales notifiable under the general law or under orders made by 
the Local Government Board or Minister of Health and is based upon weekly 
returns received from the Medical Officers of Health of all Local (and Port) 
Sanitary Authorities, 

The names of districts in respect of which “ Nil” returns have been received 
indicating that no cases of the specified infectious diseases have been notified 
during the week, are omitted from this Summary. 

TABLE 3A is similar to Table 3, but relates to the returns received too late 
for inclusion in Table 3 of the previous week. It includes revised figures for 
England and Wales as a whole for that week. 

TBLE 4 shows for (a) London and (b) the Great Towns in the ageregate the 
births, deaths (distinguishing those of infants under one year of age) and 
numbers of notified cases of and deaths from certain diseases in each of the 
preceding thirteen weeks and in the current year to date with corresponding 
figures for the previous year. 

TaBxe 5 is a Report of the meteorological conditions in certain towns for the 
week as a whole. 

TaBLE 6 is a Report of the meteorological observations taken at Greenwich 
on each day of the week. 

Summaries of the information, adjusted in respect of any returns or corrections 
received too late for the weekly issues, are published in the Registrar-General’s 
Quarterly Return and the Statistical Review (Part 1).

BirTHS AND DEATHS. 


In the 122 County Boroughs and Great Towns of England and Wales 
the live births registered in the nineteenth week of the year numbered 6,903 
corresponding to an annual rate of 17-2 per 1,000 living: stillbirths numbered 
299 corresponding to a rate of 42 per 1,000 total births registered (including 
stillborn): the deaths (excluding stillbirths) corrected as far as possible for 
non-residents numbered 4,854 (213 less than in the preceding week). 

Infant mortality, based on the average weekly number of live births during 
the last 52 weeks, was 65 against 65, 63 and 64 in the preceding three weeks. 

In London (Administrative County including the City of London) there 
were 1,379 live births registered corresponding to an annual rate of 17-2 per 
1,000 living: stillbirths numbered 47 corresponding to a rate of 33 per 1,000 
total births (including stillborn): the deaths (excluding stillbirths) numbered 
1,018 (31 less than the number in the preceding week): infant mortality, based 
on the average weekly number of live births during the last 52 weeks, was 80 
against 69, 74 and 57 in the preceding three weeks.

TABLE 1 shows, for London and the County Boroughs and those urban dis- 
tricts with resident populations exceeding 50,000 at the last Census, the number 
of births and deaths (distinguishing deaths from certain causes and those of 
infants under one year of age) for the week ended last Saturday. The births 
relate to those registered in the area, but include births occurring in municipal 
maternity hospitals situate outside the area to which they belong. 

The deaths are exclusive of non-residents but corrected as far as possible 
by the inclusion of deaths of residents in other areas. The deaths in Edinburgh 
and Glasgow are fully corrected for non-residents ; those in Dublin and Belfast 
are corrected by the exclusion of deaths of non-residents occurring in public 
institutions. 

TABLE 2 shows the deaths in London at ages and by causes of death and by 
cause in the current year to date with corresponding figures for the previous 
year. 

TABLE 3 is a summary of cases of certain specified infectious diseases in 
England and Wales notifiable under the general law or under orders made by

The names of districts in respect of which ‘‘ Nil” returns have been received 
indicating that no cases of the specified infectious diseases have been notified 
during the week, are omitted from this Summary. 

TaBLE 3A is similar to Table 3, but relates to the returns received too late 
for inclusion in Table 3 of the previous week. It includes revised figures for 
England and Wales as a whole for that week. 

TaBLE 4 shows for (a) London and (6) the Great Towns in the aggregate the 
births, deaths (distinguishing those of infants under one year of age) and 
numbers of notified cases of and deaths from certain diseases in each of the 
preceding thirteen weeks and in the current year to date with corresponding 
figures for the previous year. 

TABLE 5 is a Report of the meteorological conditions in certain towns for the 
week as a whole. 

TABLE 6 is a Report of the meteorological observations taken at Greenwich 
on each day of the week. 

Summaries of the information, adjusted in respect of any returns or corrections 
received too late for the weekly issues, are published in the Registrar-General’s 
Quarterly Return and the Statistical Review (Part I). 


NOTES FOR THE WEEK ENDED 16th MAY, 1936 


BirtTHsS AND DEATHS. 


In the 122 County Boroughs and Great Towns of England and Wales 
the live births registered in the twentieth week of the year numbered 6,866 
corresponding to an annual rate of 17-1 per 1,000 living: stillbirths numbered 
286 corresponding to a rate of 40 per 1,000 total births registered (including 
stillborn): the deaths (excluding stillbirths) corrected as far as possible for 
non-residents numbered 4,608 (246 less than in the preceding week). 

Infant mortality, based on the average weekly number of live births during 
the last 52 weeks, was 59 against 63, 64 and 65 in the preceding three weeks. 

In London (Administrative County including the City of London) there 
were 1,383 live births registered corresponding to an annual rate of 17-2 per 
1,000 living: stillbirths numbered 45 corresponding to a rate of 32 per 1,000 
total births (including stillborn): the deaths (excluding stillbirths) nimnibered 
915 (103 less than the number in the preceding week): infant mortality, based 
on the average weekly number of live births during the last 52 weeks, was 58 
against 74, 57 and 80 in the preceding three weeks.

EXPLANATORY. STATEMENT 


TaBLE 1 shows, for London and the County Boroughs and those urban dis- 
tricts with resident populations exceeding 50,000 at the last Census, the number 
of births and deaths (distinguishing deaths from certain causes and those of 
infants under one year of age) for the week ended last Saturday. The births 
relate to those registered in the area, but include births occurring in municipal 
maternity hospitals situate outside the area to which they belong. 

The deaths are exclusive of non-residents but corrected as far as possible 
by the inclusion of deaths of residents in other areas. The deaths in Edinburgh 
and Glasgow are fully corrected for non-residents ; those in Dublin and Belfast 


are corrected by the exclusion of deaths of non-residents occurring in public 
institutions. | 


TABLE 2 shows the deaths in London at ages and by causes of death and by 


cause in the current year to date with corresponding figures for the previous 
year. 


TABLE 3 is a summary of cases of certain specified infectious diseases in 
England and Wales notifiable under the general law or under orders made by 
the J.ocal Government Board or Minister of Health and is based upon weekly 
returns received from the Medical Officers of Health of all Local (and Port) 
Sanitary Authorities. 


The names of districts in respect of which “‘ Nil’ returns have been received 


indicating that no cases of the specified infectious diseases have been notified 
during the week, are omitted from this Summary. 


TABLE 3A is similar to Table 3, but relates to the returns received too late 
for inclusion in Table 3 of the previous week. It includes revised figures for 
England and Wales as a whole for that week. 


TaBLE 4 shows for (a) London and (6b) the Great Towns in the aggregate the 
births, deaths (distinguishing those of infants under one year of age) and 
numbers of notified cases of and deaths from certain diseases in each of the 
preceding thirteen weeks and in the current year to date with corresponding 
figures for the previous year. 


TaBLE 5 is a Report of the meteorological conditions in certain towns for the 
week as a whole. 


TABLE 6 is a Report of the meteorological observations taken at Greenwich 
on each day of the week. 

Summaries of the information, adjusted in respect of any returns or corrections 
received too late for the weekly issues, are published in the Registrar-General’s 
Quarterly Return and the Statistical Review (Part 1). 


NOTES FOR THE WEEK ENDED 23rd MAY, 1936 


BrrtHs AND DEATHS. 


In the 122 County Boroughs and Great Towns of England and Wales 
the live births registered in the twenty-first week of the year numbered 6,657 
corresponding to an annual rate of 16-6 per 1,000 living: stillbirths numbered 
291 corresponding to a rate of 42 per 1,000 total births registered (including 
stillborn): the deaths (excluding stillbirths) corrected as far as possible for 
non-residents numbered 4,231 (377 less than in the preceding week). 


Infant mortality, based on the average weekly number of live births during 
the last 52 weeks, was 59 against 64, 65 and 59 in the preceding three weeks. 


In London (Administrative County including the City of London) there 
‘were 1,318 live births registered corresponding to an annual rate of 16-4 per 
1,000 living: stillbirths numbered 42 corresponding to a rate of 31 per 1,000 
total births (including stillborn): the deaths (excluding stillbirths) numbered 
842 (73 less than the number in the preceding week): infant mortality, based 
on the average weekly number of live births during the last 52 weeks, was 58 
against 57, 80 and 58 in the preceding three weeks.

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EXPLANATORY STATEMENT 


TaBLE ] shows, for London and the County Boroughs and those urban dis- 
tricts with resident populations exceeding 50,000 at the last Census, the number 
of births and deaths (distinguishing deaths from certain causes and those of 
infants under one year of age) for the week ended last Saturday. The births 
relate to those registered in the area, but include births occurring in municipal - 
maternity hospitals situate outside the area to which they belong. 

The deaths are exclusive of non-residents but corrected as far as possible 
by the inclusion of deaths of residents in other areas. The deaths in Edinburgh 
and Glasgow are fully corrected for non-residents ; those in Dublin and Belfast 
are corrected by the exclusion of deaths of non-residents occurring in public 
institutions. 


TABLE 2 shows the deaths in London at ages and by causes of death and by 
cause in the current year to date with corresponding figures for the previous 
year. 


TABLE 3 is a summary of cases of certain specified infectious diseases in 
England and Wales notifiable under the general law or under orders made by 
the Local Government Board or Minister of Health and is based upon weekly 
returns received from the Medical Officers of Health of all Local (and Port) 
Sanitary Authorities, 

The names of districts in respect of which ‘‘ Nil”’ returns have been received 
indicating that no cases of the specified infectious diseases have been notified 
during the week, are omitted from this Summary. 


TABLE 3A is similar to Table 3, but relates to the returns received too late 
for inclusion in Table 3 of the previous week. It includes revised figures for 
England and Wales as a whole for that week. 


TABLE 4 shows for (a) London and (6) the Great Towns in the aggregate the 
births, deaths (distinguishing those of infants under one year of age) and 
numbers of notified cases of and deaths from certain diseases in each of the 
preceding thirteen weeks and in the current year to date with corresponding 
figures for the previous year. 


TaBLE 5 is a Report of the meteorological conditions in certain towns for the 
week as a whole. 


TABLE 6 is a Report of the meteorological observations taken at Greenwich 
on each day of the week. 

Summaries of the information, adjusted in respect of any returns or corrections 
received too late for the weekly issues, are published in the Registrar-General’s 
Quarterly Return and the Statistical Review (Part I). 


NOTES FOR THE WEEK ENDED 30th MAY, 1936 


‘BIRTHS AND DEATHS. 


In the 122 County Boroughs and Great Towns of England and Wales 
the live births registered in the twenty-second week of the year numbered 6,984 
corresponding to an annual rate of 17-4 per 1,000 living: stillbirths numbered 
290 corresponding to a rate of 40 per 1,000 total births registered (including 
stillborn): the deaths (excluding stillbirths) corrected as far as possible for 
non-residents numbered 4,348 (117 more than in the preceding week). 

Infant mortality, based on the average weekly number of live births during 
the last 52 weeks, was 56 against 65, 59 and 59 in the preceding three weeks. 


In London (Administrative County including the City of London) there 
were 1,307 live births registered corresponding to an annual rate of 16-3 per 
1,000 living: stillbirths numbered 51 corresponding to a rate of 38 per 1,000 
total births (including stillborn): the deaths (excluding stillbirths) numbered 
861 (19 more than the number in the preceding week): infant mortality, based 
on the average weekly number of live. births during the last 52 weeks, was 45 
against 80, 58 and 58 in the preceding three weeks.

TaBLE 1 shows, for London and the County Boroughs and those urban dis- 
tricts with resident populations exceeding 50,000 at the last Census, the number 
of births and deaths (distinguishing deaths from certain causes and those of 
infants under one year of age) for the week ended last Saturday. The births 
relate to those registered in the area, but include births occurring in municipal 
maternity hospitals situate outside the area to which they belong. 

The deaths are exclusive of non-residents but corrected as far as possible 
by the inclusion of deaths of residents in other areas. The deaths in Edinburgh 
and Glasgow are fully corrected for non-residents ; those in Dublin and Belfast 


are corrected by the exclusion of deaths of non-residents occurring in public 
institutions. 


TABLE 2 shows the deaths in London at ages and by causes of death and by 


cause in the current year to date with corresponding figures for the previous 
year. 


TABLE 3 is a summary of cases of certain specified infectious diseases in 
England and Wales notifiable under the general law or under orders made by 
the Local Government Board or Minister of Health and is based upon weekly 
returns received from the Medical Officers of Health of all Local (and Port) 
Sanitary Authorities. 

The names of districts in respect of which “ Nil’ returns have been received 
indicating that no cases of the specified infectious diseases have been notified 
during the week, are omitied from this Summary. 


TABLE 3A is similar to Table 3, but relates to the returns received too late 
for inclusion in Table 3 of the previous week. It includes revised figures for 
England and Wales as a whole for that week. 


TABLE 4 shows for (a) London and (b) the Great Towns in the aggregate the 
births, deaths (distinguishing those of infants under one year of age) and 
numbers of notified cases of and deaths from certain diseases in each of the 
preceding thirteen weeks and in the current year to date with corresponding 
figures for the previous year. 


TaBLE 5 is a Report of the meteorological conditions in certain towns for the 
week as a whole. 


TABLE 6 is a Report of the meteorological observations taken at Greenwich 
on each day of the week. 

Summaries of the information, adjusted in respect of any returns or corrections 
received too late for the weekly issues, are published in the Registrar-General’s 
Quarterly Return and the Statistical Review (Part 1). 


NOTES FOR THE WEEK ENDED 6th JUNE, 1936 


BIRTHS AND DEATHS. 


In the 122 County Boroughs and Great Towns of England and Wales 
the live births registered in the twenty-third week of the year numbered 5,858 
corresponding to an annual rate of 14-6 per 1,000 living: stillbirths numbered 
276 corresponding to a rate of 45 per 1,000 total births registered (including 
stillborn): the deaths (excluding stillbirths) corrected as far as possible for 
non-residents numbered 4,159 (189 less than in the preceding week). 

Infant mortality, based on the average weekly number of live births during 
the last 52 weeks, was 50 against 59, 59 and 56 in the preceding three weeks. 


In London (Administrative County including the City of London) there 
were 1,123 live births registered corresponding to an annual rate of 14-0 per 
1,000 living: stillbirths numbered 53 corresponding to a rate of 45 per 1,000 
total births (including stillborn): the deaths (excluding stillbirths) numbered 
845 (16 less than the number in the preceding week): infant mortality, based 
on the average weekly number of live births during the last 52 weeks, was 48 
against 58, 58 and 45 in the preceding three weeks.

CENSUS OF ENGLAND AND WALES, 1931

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EXPLANATORY STATEMENT 


TaBLE 1 shows, for London and the County Boroughs and those urban dis- 
tricts with resident populations exceeding 50,000 at the last Census, the number 
of births and deaths (distinguishing deaths from certain causes and those of 
infants under one year of age) for the week ended last Saturday. The births 
relate to those registered in the area, but include births occurring in municipal 
maternity hospitals situate outside the area to which they belong. 

The deaths are exclusive of non-residents but corrected as far as possible 
by the inclusion of deaths of residents in other areas. The deaths in Edinburgh 
and Glasgow are fully corrected for non-residents ; those in Dublin and Belfast 
are corrected by the exclusion of deaths of non-residents occurring in public 
institutions. 


TaBLE 2 shows the deaths in London at ages and by causes of death and by 
cause in the current year to date with corresponding figures for the previous 
year. 


TABLE 3 is a summary of cases of certain specified infectious diseases in 
England and Wales notifiable under the general law or under orders made by , 
the Local Government Board or Minister of Health and is based upon weekly 
returns received from the Medical Officers of Health of all Local (and Port) 
Sanitary Authorities. 


The names of districts in respect of which “ Nil’ returns have been received 


indicating that no cases of the specified infectious diseases have been notified 
during the week, are omitted from this Summary. 


TABLE 3A is similar to Table 3, but relates to the returns received too late 
for inclusion in Table 3 of the previous week. It includes revised figures for 
England and Wales as a whole for that week. 


TABLE 4 shows for (a) London and (b) the Great Towns in the aggregate the 
births, deaths (distinguishing those of infants under one year of age) and 
numbers of notified cases of and deaths from certain diseases in each of the 
preceding thirteen weeks and in the current year to date with corresponding 
figures for the previous year. 


TABLE 5 is a Report of the meteorological conditions in certain towns for the 
week as a whole. 


TABLE 6 is a Report of the meteorological observations taken at Greenwich 
on each day of the week. 

Summaries of the information, adjusted in respect of any returns or corrections 
received too late for the weekly issues, are published in the Registrar-General’s 
Quarterly Return and the Statistical Review (Part I). 


NOTES FOR THE WEEK ENDED 13th JUNE, 1936 


BirtHs AND DEATHS. 


In the 122 County Boroughs and Great Towns of England and Wales 
the live births registered in the twenty-fourth week of the year numbered 7,284 
corresponding to an annual rate of 18-2 per 1,000 living: stillbirths numbered 
270 corresponding to a rate of 36 per 1,000 total births registered (including 
stillborn): the deaths (excluding stillbirths) corrected as far as possible for 
non-residents numbered 4,292 (133 more than in the preceding week). 


Infant mortality, based on the average weekly number of live births during 
the last 52 weeks, was 50 against 59, 56 and 50 in the preceding three weeks. 


In London (Administrative County including the City of London) there 
were 1,378 live births registered corresponding to an annual rate of 17-2 per 
1,000 living: stillbirths numbered 41 corresponding to a rate of 29 per 1,000 
total births (including stillborn): the deaths (excluding stillbirths) numbered 
863 (18 more than the number in the preceding week): infant mortality, based 
on the average weekly number of live births during the last 52 weeks, was 54 
against 58, 45 and 48 in the preceding three weeks.

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EXPLANATORY STATEMENT 


TaBLE 1 shows, for London and the County Boroughs and those urban dis- 
tricts with resident populations exceeding 50,000 at the last Census, the number 
of births and deaths (distinguishing deaths from certain causes and those of 
infants under one year of age) for the week ended last Saturday. The births 
relate to those registered in the area, but include births occurring in municipal 
maternity hospitals situate outside the area to which they belong. 

The deaths are exclusive of non-residents but corrected as far as possible 
by the inclusion of deaths of residents in other areas. The deaths in Edinburgh 
and Glasgow are fully corrected for non-residents ; those in Dublin and Belfast 
are corrected by the exclusion of deaths of non-residents occurring in public 
institutions. : 


TABLE 2 shows the deaths in London at ages and by causes of death and by 
cause in the current year to date with corresponding figures for the previous 
year. 


TABLE 3 is a summary of cases of certain specified infectious diseases in 
England and Wales notifiable under the general law or under orders made by 
the Local Government Board or Minister of Health and is based upon weekly 
returns received from the Medical Officers of Health of all Local (and Port) 
Sanitary Authorities. 

The names of districts in respect of which “‘ Nil’ returns have been received 
indicating that no cases of the specified infectious diseases have been notified 
during the week, are omitted from this Summary. 


TABLE 3A is similar to Table 3, but relates to the returns received too late 
for inclusion in Table 3 of the previous week. It includes revised figures for 
England and Wales as a whole for that week. 


TABLE 4 shows for (a) London and (5) the Great Towns in the aggregate the 
births, deaths (distinguishing those of infants under one year of age) and 
numbers of notified cases of and deaths from certain diseases in each of the 
preceding thirteen weeks and in the current year to date with corresponding 
figures for the previous year.

BirtHs AnD DEATHS. 


In the 122 County Boroughs and Great Towns of England and Wales 
the live births registered in the twenty-fifth week of the year numbered 7,087 
corresponding to an annual rate of 17-6 per 1,000 living: stillbirths numbered 
277 corresponding to a rate of 38 per 1,000 total births registered (including 
stillborn): the deaths (excluding stillbirths) corrected as far as possible for 
non-residents numbered 4,234 (58 less than in the preceding week). 

Infant mortality, based on the average weekly number of live births during 
the last 52 weeks, was 50 against 56, 50 and 50 in the preceding three weeks. 


In London (Administrative County including the City of London) there 
were 1,327 live births registered corresponding to an annual rate of 16-5 per 
1,000 living: stillbirths numbered 43 corresponding to a rate of 31 per 1,000 
total births (including stillborn): the deaths (excluding stillbirths) numbered 
838 (25 less than the number in the preceding week): infant mortality, based 
on the average weekly number of live births during the last 52 weeks, was 51 
against 45, 48 and 54 in the preceding three weeks.

TABLE 1 shows, for London and the County Boroughs and those urban dis- 
tricts with resident populations exceeding 50,000 at the last Census, the number 
of births and deaths (distinguishing deaths from certain causes and those of 
infants under one year of age) for the week ended last Saturday. The births 
relate to those registered in the area, but include births occurring in municipal 
maternity hospitals situate outside the area to which they belong. 


The deaths are exclusive of non-residents but corrected as far as possible 
by the inclusion of deaths of residents in other areas. The deaths in Edinburgh 
and Glasgow are fully corrected for non-residents ; those in Dublin and Belfast 
are corrected by the exclusion of deaths of non-residents occurring in public 
institutions. 


TABLE 2 shows the deaths in London at ages and by causes of death and by 
cause in the current year to date with corresponding figures for the previous: 
year. 


TABLE 3 is a summary of cases of certain specified infectious diseases in 
England and Wales notifiable under the general law or under orders made by 
the Local Government Board or Minister of Health and is based upon weekly 
returns received from the Medical Officers of Health of all Local (and Port) 
Sanitary Authorities. 

The names of districts in respect of which “‘ Nil’ returns have been received 
indicating that no cases of the specified infectious diseases have been notified 
during the week, are omitted from this Summary. 


TABLE 3A is similar to Table 3, but relates to the returns received too late 
for inclusion in Table 3 of the previous week.

stillborn): the deaths (excluding stillbirths) corrected as far as possible for 
non-residents numbered 4,249 (15 more than in the preceding week).

In London (Administrative County including the City of London) there

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EXPLANATORY STATEMENT 


TaBLE 1 shows, for London and the County Boroughs and those urban dis- 
tricts with resident populations exceeding 50,000 at the last Census, the number 
of births and deaths (distinguishing deaths from certain causes and those of 
infants under one year of age) for the week ended last Saturday. The births 
relate to those registered in the area, but include births occurring in municipal 
maternity hospitals situate outside the area to which they belong. 

The deaths are exclusive of non-residents but corrected as far as possible 
by the inclusion of deaths of residents in other areas. The deaths in Edinburgh 
and Glasgow are fully corrected for non-residents ; those in Dublin and Belfast 
are corrected by the exclusion of deaths of non-residents occurring in public 
institutions. ° 


TABLE 2 shows the deaths in London at ages and by causes of death and by 
cause in the current year to date with corresponding figures for the previous 
year. 


TABLE 3 is a summary of cases of certain specified infectious diseases in 
England and Wales notifiable under the general law or under ordérs made by 
the Local Government Board or Minister of Health and is based upon weekly 
returns received from the Medical Officers of Health of all Local (and Port) 
Sanitary Authorities.

stillborn): the deaths (excluding stillbirths) corrected as far as possible for 
non-residents numbered 3,776 (473 less than in the preceding week). 


Infant mortality, based on the average weekly number of live births during 
the last 52 weeks, was 48 against 50, 50 and 51 in the preceding three weeks. 


In London (Administrative County including the City of London) there

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EXPLANATORY STATEMENT 


TaBLE 1 shows, for London and the County Boroughs and those urban dis- 
tricts with resident populations exceeding 50,000 at the last Census, the number 
of births and deaths (distinguishing deaths from certain causes and those of 
infants under one year of age) for the week ended last Saturday. The births 
relate to those registered in the area, but include births occurring in municipal 
maternity hospitals situate outside the area to which they belong. 

The deaths are exclusive of non-residents but corrected as far as possible 
by the inclusion of deaths of residents in other areas. The deaths in Edinburgh 
and Glasgow are fully corrected for non-residents ; those in Dublin and Belfast 
are corrected by the exclusion of deaths of non-residents occurring in public 
institutions. : i 


TABLE 2 shows the deaths in London at ages and by causes of death and by 
cause in the current year to date with corresponding figures for the previous 
year. 

TABLE 3 is a summary of cases of certain specified infectious diseases in 
England and Wales notifiable under the general law or under orders made by 
the Local Government Board or Minister of Health and is based upon weekly 
returns received from the Medical Officers of Health of all Local (and Port) 
Sanitary Authorities. 

The names of districts in respect of which ‘‘ Nil’ returns have been received 
indicating that no cases of the specified infectious diseases have been notified 
during the week, are omitted from this Summary. 


TABLE 3A is similar to Table 3, but relates to the returns received too late 
for inclusion in Table 3 of the previous week. It includes revised figures for 
England and Wales as a whole for that week. 


TaBLeE 4 shows for (a) London and (6) the Great Towns in the aggregate the 
births, deaths (distinguishing those of infants under one year of age) and 
numbers of notified cases of and deaths from certain diseases in each of the 
preceding thirteen weeks and in the current year.to date with corresponding 
figures for the previous year.

In the 122 County Boroughs and Great Towns of England and Wales 
the live births registered in the twenty-eighth week of the year numbered 6,600 
corresponding to an annual rate of 16-4 per 1,000 living: stillbirths numbered 
260 corresponding to a rate of 38 per 1,000 total births registered (including 
stillborn): the deaths (excluding stillbirths) corrected as far as possible for 
non-residents numbered 3,687 (89 less than in the preceding week). 

Infant mortality, based on the average weekly number of live births during 
the last 52 weeks, was 41 against 50, 51 and 48 in the preceding three weeks. 


In London (Administrative County including the City of London) there 
were 1,279 live births registered corresponding to an annual rate of 15-9 per 
1,000 living: stillbirths numbered 46 corresponding to a rate of 35 per 1,000 
total births (including stillborn): the deaths (excluding stillbirths) numbered 
736 (2 more than the number in the preceding week): infant mortality, based

EXPLANATORY STATEMENT 


TABLE 1 shows, for London and the County Boroughs and those urban dis- 
tricts with resident populations exceeding 50,000 at the last Census, the number 
of births and deaths (distinguishing deaths from certain causes and those of 
infants under one year of age) for the week ended last Saturday. The births 
relate to those registered in the area, but include births occurring in municipal 
maternity hospitals situate outside the area to which they belong. 

The deaths are exclusive of non-residents but corrected as far as possible 
by the inclusion of deaths of residents in other areas. The deaths in Edinburgh 
and Glasgow are fully corrected for non-residents ; those in Dublin and Belfast 
are corrected by the exclusion of deaths of non-residents occurring in public 
institutions. } 


TaBLE 2 shows the deaths in London at ages and by causes of death and by 
cause in the current year to date with corresponding figures for the previous 
year. 


TABLE 3 is a summary of cases of certain specified infectious diseases in 
England and Wales notifiable under the general law or under orders made by 
the Local Government Board or Minister of Health and is based upon weekly 
returns received from the Medical Officers of Health of all Local (and Port) 
Sanitary Authorities. 

The names of districts in respect of which “‘ Nil” returns have been received 
indicating that no cases of the specified infectious diseases have been notified 
during the week, are omitted from this Summary. 


TABLE 3A is similar to Table 3, but relates to the returns received too late 
for inclusion in Table 3 of the previous week. It includes revised figures for 
England and Wales as a whole for that week. 


TABLE 4 shows for (a) London and (6) the Great Towns in the aggregate the 
births, deaths (distinguishing those of infants under one year of age) and 
numbers of notified cases of and deaths from certain diseases in each of the 
preceding thirteen weeks and in the current year to date with eorresponding 
tigures for the previous year. 


TaBLE 5 is a Report of the meteorological conditions in certain towns for the 
week as a whole. 


TABLE 6 is a Report of the meteorological observations taken at Greenwich 
on each day of the week.

In the 122 County Boroughs and Great Towns of England and Wales 
the live births registered in the twenty-ninth week of the year numbered 6,865 
corresponding to an annual rate of 17-1 per 1,000 living: stillbirths numbered 
295 corresponding to a rate of 41 per 1,009 total births registered (including 


stillborn): the deaths (excluding stillbirths) corrected as far as possible for 


non-residents numbered 3,758 (71 more than in the preceding week). 


Infant mortality, based on the average weekly number of live births during 
the last 52 weeks, was 47 against 51, 48 and 41 in the preceding three weeks. 


In London (Administrative County including the City of London) there 
were 1,348 live births registered corresponding to an annual rate of 16-8 per 
1,000 living: stillbirths numbered 48 corresponding to a rate of 34 per 1,000 
total births (including stillborn): the deaths (excluding stillbirths) numbered 
712 (24 less than the number in the preceding week): infant mortality, based 
on the average weekly number of live births during the last 52 weeks, was 45 
against 54, 55 and 40 in the preceding three weeks.

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EXPLANATORY STATEMENT 


TABLE 1 shows, for London and the County Boroughs and those urban dis- 
tricts with resident populations exceeding 50,000 at the last Census, the number 
of births and deaths (distinguishing deaths from certain causes and those of 
infants under one year of age) for the week ended last Saturday. The births 
relate to those registered in the area, but include births occurring in municipal 
maternity hospitals situate outside the area to which they belong. 

The deaths are exclusive of non-residents but corrected as far as possible 
by the inclusion of deaths of residents in other areas. The deaths in Edinburgh 
and Glasgow are fully corrected for non-residents ; those in Dublin and Belfast 
are corrected by the exclusion of deaths of non-residents occurring in public 
institutions. 


TaBLE 2 shows the deaths in London at ages and by causes of death and by 
cause in the current year to date with corresponding figures for the previous 
year. 


TABLE 3 is a summary of cases of certain specified infectious diseases in 
England and Wales notifiable under the general law or under orders made by 
the Local Government Board or Minister of Health and is based upon weekly 
returns received from the Medical Officers of Health of all Local (and Port) 
Sanitary Authorities. 

The names of districts in respect of which “ Nil’ returns have been received 
indicating that no cases of the specified infectious diseases have been notified 
during the week, are omitied from this Summary. 


TABLE 3A is similar to Table 3, but relates to the returns received too late 
for inclusion in Table 3 of the previous week. It includes revised figures for 
England and Wales as a whole for that week. 


TABLE 4 shows for (aj London and (6) the Great Towns in the aggregate the 
births, deaths (distinguishing those of infants under one year of age) and 
numbers of notified cases of and deaths from certain diseases in each of the 
preceding thirteen weeks and in the current year to date with corresponding 
figures for the previous year. 


TABLE 5 is a Report of the meteorological conditions in certain towns for the 
week as a whole. 


TABLE 6 is a Report of the meteorological observations taken at Greenwich 
on each day of the week.

BirtTHS AND DEATHS. 


In the 122 County Boroughs and Great Towns of England and Wales 
the live births registered in the thirtieth week of the year numbered 6,412 
corresponding to an annual rate of 16-0 per 1,000 living: stillbirths numbered 
263 corresponding to a rate of 39 per 1,000 total births registered (including 
stillborn): the deaths (excluding stillbirths) corrected as far as possible for 
non-residents numbered 3,695 (63 less than in the preceding week). 


Infant mortality, based on the average weekly number of live births during 
the last 52 weeks, was 41 against 48, 41 and 47 in the preceding three weeks. 


In London. (Administrative County including the City of London) there 
were 1,228 live births registered corresponding to an annual rate of 15-3 per 
1,000 living: stillbirths numbered 37 corresponding to a rate of 29 per 1,000 
total births (including stillborn): the deaths (excluding stillbirths) numbered 
694 (18 less than the number in the preceding week): infant mortality, based 
on the average weekly number of live births during the last 52 weeks, was 39 
against 55, 40 and 45 in the preceding three weeks.

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EXPLANATORY STATEMENT 


TABLE 1 shows, for London and the County Boroughs and those urban dis- 
tricts with resident populations exceeding 50,000 at the last Census, the number 
of births and deaths (distinguishing deaths from certain causes and those of 
infants under one year of age) for the week ended last Saturday. The births 
relate to those registered in the area, but include births occurring in municipal 
maternity hospitals situate outside the area to which they belong. 

The deaths are exclusive of non-residents but corrected as far as possible 
by the inclusion of deaths of residents in other areas. The deaths in Edinburgh 
and Glasgow are fully corrected for non-residents ; those in Dublin and Belfast 
are corrected by the exclusion of deaths of non-residents occurring in public 
institutions. 


TaBLE 2 shows the deaths in London at ages and by causes of death and by 
cause in the current year to date with corresponding figures for the previous 
year. 


TABLE 3 is a summary of cases of certain specified infectious diseases in 
England and Wales notifiable under the general law or under orders made by 
the Local Government Board or Minister of Health and is based upon weekly 
returns received from the Medical Officers of Health of all Local (and Port) 
Sanitary Authorities. 

The names of districts in respect of which ‘“‘ Nil”’ returns have been received 
indicating that no cases of the specified infectious diseases have been notified 
during the week, are omitted from this Summary. 


TABLE 3A is similar to Table 3, but relates to the returns received too late 
for inclusion in Table 3 of the previous week. It includes revised figures for 
England and Wales as a whole for that week. 


TaBLE 4 shows for (a) London and (b) the Great Towns in the aggregate the 
births, deaths (distinguishing those of infants under one year of age) and 
numbers of notified cases of and deaths from certain diseases in each of the 
preceding thirteen weeks and in the current year to date with corresponding 
figures for the previous year. 


TaBLE 5 is a Report of the meteorological conditions in certain towns for the 
week as a whole. 


TaBLE 6 is a Report of the meteorological observations taken at Greenwich 
on each day of the week.

In the 122 County Boroughs and Great Towns of England and Wales 
the live births registered in the thirty-first week of the year numbered 6,788 
corresponding to an annual rate of 16-9 per 1,000 living: stillbirths numbered 
297 corresponding to a rate of 42 per 1,000 total births registered (including 
stillborn): the deaths (excluding stillbirths) corrected as far as possible for 
non-residents numbered 3,783 (88 more than in the preceding week). 

Infant mortality, based on the average weekly number of live births during 
the last 52 weeks, was 44 against 41, 47 and 41 in the preceding three weeks. 


London (Administrative County including the City of London) there 
were 1,265 live births registered corresponding to an annual rate of 15:8 per

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EXPLANATORY STATEMENT 


TaBLE 1 shows, for London and the County Boroughs and those urban dis- 
tricts with resident populations exceeding 50,000 at the last Census, the number 
of births and deaths (distinguishing deaths from certain causes and those of 
infants under one year of age) for the week ended last Saturday. The births 
relate to those registered in the area, but include births occurring in municipal 
maternity hospitals situate outside the area to which they belong. 

The deaths are exclusive of non-residents but corrected as far as possible 
by the inclusion of deaths of residents in other areas. The deaths in Edinburgh 
and Glasgow are fully corrected for non-residents ; those in Dublin and Belfast 
are corrected by the exclusion of deaths of non-residents occurring in public 
institutions. 


TABLE 2 shows the deaths in London at ages and by causes of death and by 
cause in the current year to date with corresponding figures for the previous 
year. 


TaBLE 3 is a summary of cases of certain specified infectious diseases in 
England and Wales notifiable under the general law or under orders made by 
the Local Government Board or Minister of Health and is based upon weekly 
returns received from the Medical Officers of Health of all Local (and Port) 
Sanitary Authorities. 

The names of districts in respect of which “‘ Nil”’ returns have been received 
indicating that no cases of the specified infectious diseases have been notified 
during the week, are omitied from this Summary. 


TABLE 3A is similar to Table 3, but relates to the returns received too late 
for inclusion in Table 3 of the previous week. It includes revised figures for 
England and Wales as a whole for that week. 


TABLE 4 shows for (a) London and (6) the Great Towns in the aggregate the 
births, deaths (distinguishing those of infants under one year of age) and 
numbers of notified cases of and deaths from certain diseases in each of the 
preceding thirteen weeks and in the current year to date with corresponding 
figures for the previous year. 


TABLE 5 is a Report of the meteorological conditions in certain towns for the 
week as a whole. 


TABLE 6 is a Report of the meteorological observations taken at Greenwich 
on each day of the week.

NOTES FOR THE WEEK ENDED 8th AUGUST, 1936 
BIRTHS AND DEATHS. 


In the 122 County Boroughs and Great Towns of England and Wales 
the live births registered in the thirty-second week of the year numbered 5,742 
corresponding to an annual rate of 14-3 per 1,000 living: stillbirths numbered 
228 corresponding to a rate of 38 per 1,000 total births registered (including 
stillborn): the deaths (excluding stillbirths) corrected as far as possible for 
non-residents numbered 3,644 (139 less than in the preceding week). 


Infant mortality, based on the average weekly number of live births during 
the last 52 weeks, was 44 against 47, 41 and 44 in the preceding three weeks. 


In London (Administrative County including the City of London) there 
were 1,153 live births registered corresponding to an annual rate of 14-4 per 
1,000 living: stillbirths numbered 39 corresponding to a rate of 33 per 1,000 
total births (including stillborn): the deaths (excluding stillbirths) numbered 
725 (13 less than the number in the preceding week): infant mortality, based 
on the average weekly number of live births during the last 52 weeks, was 47 
against 45, 39 and 36 in the preceding three weeks.

EPIDEMIC” DISEASES 


In presenting an account of the series of experiments 
conducted on mice during a period of 18 years the 
Medical Research Council now makes available a 
noteworthy contribution to the study of epidemic 
diseases.

Given that continued exposure to risk of infection 
raises the average resistance of the surviving members of 
a herd, is the increase so great that the infection will 
eventually die out? Is it possible by active immunisation 
to reduce mortality to zero? Does diet play a significant 
part in resistance to infection and will animals on an 
optimal diet be indifferent to prolonged exposure to the 
risk of natural infection? If no single factor exerts a 
decisive effect, can several different methods be combined 
to raise average resistance?

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EXPLANATORY STATEMENT 


TaBLE 1 shows, for London and the County Boroughs and those urban dis- 
tricts with resident populations exceeding 50,000 at the last Census, the number 
of births and deaths (distinguishing deaths from certain causes and those of 
infants under one year of age) for the week ended last Saturday. The births 
relate to those registered in the area, but include births occurring in municipal 
maternity hospitals situate outside the area to which they belong. 

The deaths are exclusive of non-residents but corrected as far as possible 
by the inclusion of deaths of residents in other areas. The deaths in Edinburgh 
and Glasgow are fully corrected for non-residents ; those in Dublin and Belfast 
are corrected by the exclusion of deaths of non-residents occurring in public 
institutions. 


TABLE 2 shows the deaths in London at ages and by causes of death and by 
cause in the current year to date with corresponding figures for the previous 
year. 


TABLE 3 is a summary of cases of certain specified infectious diseases in 
England and Wales notifiable under the general Jaw or under orders made by 
the Local Government Board or Minister of Health and is based upon weekly 
returns received from the Medical Officers of Health of all Local (and Port) 
Sanitary Authorities. 

The names of districts in respect of which “ Nil”’ returns have been received 
indicating that no cases of the specified infectious diseases have been notified 
during the week, are omitted from this Summary. 


TABLE 3A is similar to Table 3, but relates to the returns received too late 
for inclusion in Table 3 of the previous week. It includes revised figures for 
England and Wales as a whole for that week. 


TaBLE 4 shows for (a) London and (6) the Great Towns in the aggregate the 
births, deaths (distinguishing those of infants under one year of age) and 
numbers of notified cases of and deaths from certain diseases in each of the 
preceding thirteen weeks and in the current year to date with corresponding 
figures for the previous year. 


TABLE 5 is a Report of the meteorological conditions in certain towns for the 
week as a whole. 


TABLE 6 is a Report of the meteorological observations taken at Greenwich 
on each day of the week.

NOTES FOR THE WEEK ENDED 15th AUGUST, 1936 
BirtHs AND DEATHS. 


In the 122 County Boroughs and Great Towns of England and Wales 
the live births registered in the thirty-third week of the year numbered 6,708 
corresponding to an annual rate of 16-7 per 1,000 living: stillbirths numbered

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EXPLANATORY STATEMENT 


TABLE 1 shows, for London and the County Boroughs and those urban dis- 
tricts with resident populations exceeding 50,000 at the last Census, the number 
of births and deaths (distinguishing deaths from certain causes and those of 
infants under one year of age) for the week ended last Saturday. The births 
relate to those registered in the area, but include births occurring in municipal 
maternity hospitals situate outside the area to which they belong. 

The deaths are exclusive of non-residents but corrected as far as possible 
by the inclusion of deaths of residents in other areas. The deaths in Edinburgh 
and Glasgow are fully corrected for non-residents ; those in Dublin and Belfast 
are corrected by the exclusion of deaths of non-residents occurring in public 
institutions. 


TaBLE 2 shows the deaths in London at ages and by causes of death and by 
eause in the current year to date with corresponding figures for the previous 
year. 


TaBLE 3 is a summary of cases of certain specified infectious diseases in 
England and Wales notifiable under the general law or under orders made by 
the Local Government Board or Minister of Health and is based upon weekly 
returns received from the Medical Officers of Health of all Local (and Port) 
Sanitary Authorities. 

The names of districts in respect of which “‘ Nil”’ returns have been received 
indicating that no cases of the specified infectious diseases have been notified 
during the week, are omitted from this Summary. 


TaBLE 3A is similar to Table 3, but relates to the returns received too late 
for inclusion in Table 3 of the previous week. It includes revised figures for 
England and Wales as a whole for that week. 


TABLE 4 shows for (a) London and (6) the Great Towns in the aggregate the 
births, deaths (distinguishing those of infants under one year of age) and 
numbers of notified cases of and deaths from certain diseases in each of the 
preceding thirteen weeks and in the current year to date with corresponding 
figures for the previous year. 


TABLE 5 is a Report of the meteorological conditions in certain towns for the 
week as a whole. 


TABLE 6 is a Report of the meteorological observations taken at Greenwich 
on each day of the week. 

Summaries of the information, adjusted in respect of any returns or corrections 
received too late for the weekly issues, are published in the Registrar-General’s 
Quarterly Return and the Statistical Review (Part 1). 


NOTES FOR THE WEEK ENDED 22nd AUGUST, 1936 
BirtHs AND DEATHS. 


In the 122 County Boroughs and Great Towns of England and Wales 
the live births registered in the thirty-fourth week of the year numbered 6,647 
corresponding to an annual rate of 16-6 per 1,000 living: stillbirths numbered 
248 corresponding to a rate of 36 per 1,000 total births registered (including 
stillborn): the deaths (excluding stillbirths) corrected as far as possible for 
non-residents numbered 3,701 (64 less than in the preceding week). 

Infant mortality, based on the average weekly number of live births during 
the last 52 weeks, was 40 against 44, 44 and 46 in the preceding three weeks. 


In London (Administrative County including the City of London) there 
were 1,281 live births registered corresponding to an annual rate of 16-0 per 
1,000 living: stillbirths numbered 44 corresponding to a rate of 33 per 1,000 
total births (including stillborn): the deaths (excluding stillbirths) numbered 
730 (25 more than the number in the preceding week): infant mortality, based 
on the average weekly number of live births during the last 52 weeks, was 34 
against 36, 47 and 47 in the preceding three weeks.

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EXPLANATORY STATEMENT 


TABLE 1 shows, for London and the County Boroughs and those urban dis- 
tricts with resident populations exceeding 50,000 at the last Census, the number 
of births and deaths (distinguishing deaths from certain causes and those of 
infants under one year of age) for the week ended last Saturday. The births 
relate to those registered in the area, but include births occurring in municipal 
maternity hospitals situate outside the area to which they belong. 

The deaths are exclusive of non-residents but corrected as far as possible 
by the inclusion of deaths of residents in other areas. The deaths in Edinburgh 
and Glasgow are fully corrected for non-residents ; those in Dublin and Belfast 
are corrected by the exclusion of deaths of non-residents occurring in public 
institutions. 


TABLE 2 shows the deaths in London at ages and by causes of death and by 
cause in the current year to date with corresponding figures for the previous 
year. 


TaBLe 3 is a summary of cases of certain specified infectious diseases in 
England and Wales notifiable under the general law or under orders made by 
the Local Government Board or Minister of Health and is based upon weekly 
returns received from the Medical Officers of Health of all Local (and Port) 
Sanitary Authorities. 

The names of districts in respect of which “‘ Nil”’ returns have been received 
indicating that no cases of the specified infectious diseases have been notified 
during the week, are omitied from this Summary. 


TABLE 3A is similar to Table 3, but relates to the returns received too late 
for inclusion in Table 3 of the previous week. It includes revised figures for 
England and Wales as a whole for that week. 


TaB.LE 4 shows for (a) London and (6) the Great Towns in the aggregate the 
births, deaths (distinguishing those of infants under one year of age) and 
numbers of notified cases of and deaths from certain diseases in each of the 
preceding thirteen weeks and in the current year to date with corresponding 
figures for the previous year.

In the 122 County Boroughs and Great Towns of England and Wales 
the live births registered in the thirty-fifth week of the year numbered 6,425 
corresponding to an annual rate of 16-0 per 1,000 living: stillbirths numbered 
277 corresponding to a rate of 41 per 1,000 total births registered (including 
stillborn): the deaths (excluding stillbirths) corrected as far as possible for 
non-residents numbered 3,604 (97 less than in the preceding week). 


Infant mortality, based on the average weekly number of live births during 
the last 52 weeks, was 41 against 44, 46 and 40 in the preceding three weeks. 


In London (Administrative County including the City of London) there 
were 1,239 live births registered corresponding to an annual rate of 15-3 per 
1,000 living: stillbirths numbered 40 corresponding to a rate of 31 per 1,000

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EXPLANATORY STATEMENT 


TABLE | shows, for London and the County Boroughs and those urban dis- 
tricts with resident populations exceeding 50,000 at the last Census, the number 
of births and deaths (distinguishing deaths from certain causes and those of 
infants under one year of age) for the week ended last Saturday. The births 
relate to those registered in the area, but include births occurring in municipal 
maternity hospitals situate outside the area to which they belong. 

The deaths are exclusive of non-residents but corrected as far as possible 
by the inclusion of deaths of residents in other areas. The deaths in Edinburgh 
and Glasgow are fully corrected for non-residents ; those in Dublin and Belfast 
are corrected by the exclusion of deaths of non-residents occurring in public 
institutions. 


TaBLE 2 shows the deaths in London at ages and by causes of death and by 


cause in the current year to date with corresponding figures for the previous » 


year. 


TABLE 3 is a summary of cases of certain specified infectious diseases in 
England and Wales notifiable under the general law or under orders made by 
the Local Government Board or Minister of Health and is based upon weekly 
returns received from the Medical Officers of Health of all Local (and Port) 
Sanitary Authorities. 

The names of districts in respect of which “‘ Nil”’ returns have been received 
indicating that no cases of the specified infectious diseases have been notified 
during the week, are omitted from this Summary. 


TABLE 3A is similar to Table 3, but relates to the returns received too late 
for inclusion in Table 3 of the previous week. It includes revised figures for 
England and Wales as a whole for that week. 


TABLE 4 shows for (a) London and (b) the Great Towns in the aggregate the 
births, deaths (distinguishing those of infants under one year of age) and 
numbers of notified cases of and deaths from certain diseases in each of the 
preceding thirteen weeks and in the current year to date with corresponding 
figures for the previous year. 


TABLE 5 is a Report of the meteorological conditions in certain towns for the 
week as a whole. 


TABLE 6 is a Report of the meteorological observations taken at Greenwich 
on each day of the week.

In the 122 County Boroughs and Great Towns of England and Wales 
the live births registered in the thirty-sixth week of the year numbered 6,235 
corresponding to an annual rate of 15-5 per 1,000 living: stillbirths numbered 
250 corresponding to a rate of 39 per 1,000 total births registered (including 
stillborn): the deaths (excluding stillbirths) corrected as far as possible for 
non-residents numbered 3,709 (105 more than in the preceding week). 


Infant mortality, based on the average weekly number of live births during 
the last 52 weeks, was 44 against 46, 40 and 41 in the preceding three weeks. 


In London (Administrative County including the City of London) there 
were 1,247 live births registered corresponding to an annual rate of 15-5 per

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EXPLANATORY STATEMENT 


TaBLE 1 shows, for London and the County Boroughs and those urban dis- 
tricts with resident populations exceeding 50,000 at the last Census, the number 
of births and deaths (distinguishing deaths from certain causes and those of 
infants under one year of age) for the week ended last Saturday. The births 
relate to those registered in the area, but include births occurring in municipal 
maternity hospitals situate outside the area to which they belong. 

The deaths are exclusive of non-residents but corrected as far as possible 
by the inclusion of deaths of residents in other areas. The deaths in Edinburgh 
and Glasgow are fully corrected for non-residents ; those in Dublin and Belfast 
are corrected by the exclusion of deaths of non-residents occurring in public 
institutions. 


TABLE 2 shows the deaths in London at ages and by causes of death and by 
cause in the current year to date with corresponding figures for the previous 
year. 


TABLE 3 is a summary of cases of certain specified infectious diseases in 
England and Wales notifiable under the general law or under orders made by 
the Local Government Board or Minister of Health and is based upon weekly 
returns received from the Medical Officers of Health of all Local (and Port) 
Sanitary Authorities. 

The names of districts in respect of which “‘ Nil’ returns have been received 
indicating that no cases of the specified infectious diseases have been notified 
during the week, are omitied from this Summary. 


TABLE 3A is similar to Table 3, but relates to the returns received too late 
for inclusion in Table 3 of the previous week. It includes revised figures for 
England and Wales as a whole for that week. 


TaBLE 4 shows for (a) London and (6) the Great Towns in the aggregate the

In the 122 County Boroughs and Great Towns of England and Wales 
the live births registered in the thirty-seventh week of the year numbered 6,343 
corresponding to an annual rate of 15-8 per 1,000 living: stillbirths numbered 
262 corresponding to a rate of 40 per 1,000 total births registered (including 
stillborn): the deaths (excluding stillbirths) corrected as far as possible for 
non-residents numbered 3,650 (59 less than in the preceding week). 

Infant mortality, based on the average weekly number of live births during 
the last 52 weeks, was 46 against 40, 41 and 44 in the preceding three weeks. 


In London (Administrative County including the City of London) there 
were 1,14] live births registered corresponding to an annual rate of 14-2 per 
1,000 living: stillbirths numbered 41 corresponding to a rate of 35 per 1,000 
total births (including stillborn): the deaths (excluding stillbirths) numbered 
705 (34 less than the number in the preceding week): infant mortality, based 
on the average weekly number of live births during the last 52 weeks, was 38 
against 34, 36 and 38 in the preceding three weeks.

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EXPLANATORY STATEMENT 


TaBLE 1 shows, for London and the County Boroughs and those urban dis- 
tricts with resident populations exceeding 50,000 at the last Census, the number 
of births and deaths (distinguishing deaths from certain causes and those of 
infants under one year of age) for the week ended last Saturday. The births 
relate to those registered in the area, but include births occurring in municipal 
maternity hospitals situate outside the area to which they belong. 

The deaths are exclusive of non-residents but corrected as far as possible 
by the inclusion of deaths of residents in other areas. The deaths in Edinburgh 
and Glasgow are fully corrected for non-residents ; those in Dublin and Belfast 
are corrected by the exclusion of deaths of non-residents occurring in public 
institutions. 


TaBLE 2 shows the deaths in London at ages and by causes of death and by 
cause in the current year to date with corresponding figures for the previous 
year. 


TaBLE 3 is a summary of cases of certain specified infectious diseases in 
England and Wales notifiable under the general law or under orders made by 
the Local Government Board or Minister of Health and is based upon weekly 
returns received from the Medical Officers of Health of all Local (and Port) 
Sanitary Authorities. 

The names of districts in respect of which “ Nil” returns have been received 
indicating that no cases of the specified infectious diseases have been notified 
during the week, are omitied from this Summary. 


TABLE 3A is similar to Table 3, but relates to the returns received too late’ 
for inclusion in Table 3 of the previous week. It includes revised figures for 
England and Wales as a whole for that week. 


TaBLE 4 shows for (a) London and (6) the Great Towns in the aggregate the 
births, deaths (distinguishing those of infants under one year of age) and 
numbers of notified cases of and deaths from certain diseases in each of the 
preceding thirteen weeks and in the current year to date with corresponding 
figures for the previous year. 


TABLE 5 is a Report of the meteorological conditions in certain towns for the 
week as a whole. 


TaBLE 6 is a Report of the meteorological observations taken at Greenwich 
on each day of the week.

BirTHS AND DEATHS. 


In the 122 County Boroughs and Great Towns of England and Wales 
the live births registered in the thirty-eighth week of the year numbered 6,267 
corresponding to an annual rate of 15-6 per 1,000 living: stillbirths numbered 
‘227 corresponding to a rate of 35 per 1,000 total births registered (including 
stillborn): the deaths (excluding stillbirths) corrected as far as possible for 
non-residents numbered 3,696 (44 more than in the preceding week). 


Infant mortality, based on the average weekly number of live births during 
the last 52 weeks, was 44 against 41, 44 and 46 in the preceding three weeks. 


In London (Administrative County including the City of London) there 
were 1,182 live births registered corresponding to an annual rate of 14-7 per 
1,000 living: stillbirths numbered 38 corresponding to a rate of 31 per 1,000 
total births (including stillborn): the deaths (excluding stillbirths) numbered 
740 (35 more than the number in the preceding week): infant mortality, based 
on the average weekly number of live births during the last 52 weeks, was 39 
against 36, 38 and 38 in the preceding three weeks.

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EXPLANATORY STATEMENT 


TaBLE 1 shows, for London and the County Boroughs and those urban dis- 
tricts with resident populations exceeding 50,000 at the last Census, the number 
of births and deaths (distinguishing deaths from certain causes and those of 
infants under one year of age) for the week ended last Saturday. The births 
relate to those registered in the area, but include births occurring in municipal 
maternity hospitals situate outside the area to which they belong. 

The deaths are exclusive of non-residents but corrected as far as possible 
by the inclusion of deaths of residents in other areas. The deaths in Edinburgh 
and Glasgow are fully corrected for non-residents ; those in Dublin and Belfast 
are corrected by the exclusion of deaths of non-residents occurring in public 
institutions. 


TABLE 2 shows the deaths in London at ages and by causes of death and by 
eause in the current year to date with corresponding figures for the previous 
year. 

TABLE 3 is a summary of cases of certain specified infectious diseases in 
England and Wales notifiable under the general law or under orders made by 
the Local Government Board or Minister of Health and is based upon weekly 
returns received from the Medical Officers of Health of all Local (and Port) 
Sanitary Authorities. 

The names of districts in respect of which ‘‘ Nil’ returns have been received 
indicating that no cases of the specified infectious diseases have been notified 
during the week, are omitted from this Summary. 


TABLE 3A is similar to Table 3, but relates to the returns received too late 
for inclusion in Table 3 of the previous week. It includes revised figures for 
England and Wales as a whole for that week. 


TaBLE 4 shows for (a) London and (6) the Great Towns in the aggregate the 
births, deaths (distinguishing those of infants under one year of age) and 
numbers of notified cases of and deaths from certain diseases in each of the 
preceding thirteen weeks and in the current year to date with corresponding 
figures for the previous year. 


TaBLE 5 is a Report of the meteorological conditions in certain towns for the 
week as a whole. 


TABLE 6 is a Report of the meteorological observations taken at Greenwich 
on each day of the week.

Birtus AND DEATHS. 


In the 122 County Boroughs and Great Towns of England and Wales 
the live births registered in the thirty-ninth week of the year numbered 6,116 
corresponding to an annual rate of 15-2 per 1,000 living: stillbirths numbered 
246 corresponding to a rate of 39 per 1,000 total births registered (including 
stillborn): the deaths (excluding stillbirths) corrected as far as possible for 
non-residents numbered 3,772 (76 more than in the preceding week). 

Infant mortality, based on the average weekly number of live births during 
the last 52 weeks, was 46 against 44, 46’and 44 in the preceding three weeks. 


In London (Administrative County including the City of London) there 
were 1,193 live births registered corresponding to an annual rate of 14-9 per 
1,000 living: stillbirths numbered 44 corresponding to a rate of 36 per 1,000 
total births (including stillborn): the deaths (excluding stillbirths) numbered 
747 (7 more than the number in the preceding week): infant mortality, based 
on the average weekly number of live births during the last 52 weeks, was 42 
against 38, 38 and 39 in the preceding three weeks.

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EXPLANATORY STATEMENT 


TaBLE 1 shows, for London and the County Boroughs and those urban dis- 
tricts with resident populations exceeding 50,000 at the last Census, the number 
of births and deaths (distinguishing deaths from certain causes and those of 
infants under one year of age) for the week ended last Saturday. The births 
relate to those registered in the area, but include births occurring in municipal 
maternity hospitals situate outside the area to which they belong. 

The deaths are exclusive of non-residents but corrected as far as possible 
by the inclusion of deaths of residents in other areas. The deaths in Edinburgh 
and Glasgow are fully corrected for non-residents ; those in Dublin and Belfast 
are corrected by the exclusion of deaths of non-residents ocourring in public 
institutions. 


TABLE 2 shows the deaths in London at ages and by causes of death and by 
cause in the current year to date with corresponding figures for the previous 
year. 


TABLE 3 is a summary of cases of certain specified infectious diseases in 
England and Wales notifiable under the general law or under orders made by 
the Local Government Board or Minister of Health and is based upon weekly 
returns received from the Medical Officers of Health of all Local (and Port) 
Sanitary Authorities. 

The names of districts in respect of which “ Nil”’ returns have been received 
indicating that no cases of the specified infectious diseases have been notified 
during the week, are omitted from this Summary. 


TaBLE 3A is similar to Table 3, but relates to the returns received too late 
for inclusion in Table 3 of the previous week. It includes revised figures for 
England and Wales as a whole for that week. 


TABLE 4 shows for (a) London and (b) the Great Towns in the aggregate the 
births, deaths (distinguishing those of infants under one year of age) and 
numbers of notified cases of and deaths from certain diseases in each of the 
preceding thirteen weeks and in the current year to date with corresponding 
figures for the previous year. 


TaBLE 5 is a Report of the meteorological conditions in certain towns for the 
week as a whole. 


TABLE 6 is a Report of the meteorological observations taken at Greenwich 
on each day of the week.

BirtHs AND DEATHS. 


In the 122 County Boroughs and Great Towns of England and Wales 
the live births registered in the fortieth week of the year numbered 6,052 
corresponding to an annual rate of 15-1 per 1,000 living: stillbirths numbered 
269 corresponding to a rate of 43 per 1,000 total births registered (including 
stillborn): the deaths (excluding stillbirths) corrected as far as possible for 
non-residents numbered 3,849 (77 more than in the preceding week). 

Infant mortality, based on the average weekly number of live births during 
the last 52 weeks, was 45 against 46, 44 and 46 in the preceding three weeks. 


In London (Administrative County including the City of London) there 
were 1,113 live births registered corresponding to an annual rate of 13-9 per 
1,000 living: stillbirths numbered 41 corresponding to a rate of 36 per 1,000 
total births (including stillborn) : the deaths (excluding stillbirths) numbered 
754 (7 more than the number in the preceding week): infant mortality, based 
on the average weekly number of live births during the last 52 weeks, was 43 
‘against 38, 39 and 42 in the preceding three weeks.

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EXPLANATORY STATEMENT 


TABLE 1 shows, for London and the County Boroughs and those urban dis- 
tricts with resident populations exceeding 50,000 at the last Census, the number 
of births and deaths (distinguishing deaths from certain causes and those of 
infants under one year of age) for the week ended last Saturday. The births 
relate to those registered in the area, but include births occurring in municipal 
maternity hospitals situate outside the area to which they belong. 

The deaths are exclusive of non-residents but corrected as far as possible 
by the inclusion of deaths of residents in other areas. The deaths in Edinburgh 
and Glasgow are fully corrected for non-residents ; those in Dublin and Belfast 
are corrected by the exclusion of deaths of non-residents occurring in public 
institutions. 


TaBLE 2 shows the deaths in London at ages and by causes of death and by 
cause in the current year to date with corresponding figures for the previous 
year. 

TABLE 3 is a summary of cases of certain specified infectious diseases in 
England and Wales notifiable under the general law or under orders made by 
the Local Government Board or Minister of Health and is based upon weekly 
returns received from the Medical Officers of Health of all Local (and Port) 
Sanitary Authorities. 

The names of districts in respect of which “ Nil ’’ returns have been received 
indicating that no cases of the specified infectious diseases have been notified 
during the week, are omitted from this Summary. 


TABLE 3A is similar to Table 3, but relates to the returns received too late 
for inclusion in Table 3 of the previous week. It includes revised figures for 
England and Wales as a whole for that week. 


TABLE 4 shows for (a) London and (6) the Great Towns in the aggregate the 
births, deaths (distinguishing those of infants under one year of age) and 
numbers of notified cases of and deaths from certain diseases in each of the 
preceding thirteen weeks and in the current year to date with corresponding 
figures for the previous year. 


TaBLE 5 is a Report of the meteorological conditions in certain towns for the 
week as a whole. 


TABLE 6 is a Report of the meteorological observations taken at Greenwich 
on each day of the week.

BIRTHS AND DEATHS. 


In the 122 County Boroughs and Great Towns of England and Wales 
the live births registered in the forty-first week of the year numbered 6,274 
corresponding to an annual rate of 15-6 per 1,000 living: stillbirths numbered 
252 corresponding to a rate of 39 per 1,000 total births registered (including 
stillborn): the deaths (excluding stillbirths) corrected as far as possible for 
non-residents numbered 4,177 (328 more than in the preceding week). 

Infant mortality, based on the average weekly number of live births during 
the last 52 weeks, was 52 against 44, 46 and 45 in the preceding three weeks. 


In London (Administrative County including the City of London) there 
were 1,251 live births registered corresponding to an annual rate of 15-6 per 
1,000 living: stillbirths numbered 40 corresponding to a rate of 31 per 1,000 
total births (including stillborn): the deaths (excluding stillbirths) numbered 
844 (90 more than the number in the preceding week): infant mortality, based 
on the average weekly number of live births during the last 52 weeks, was 52 
against 39, 42 and 43 in the preceding three weeks.

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EXPLANATORY STATEMENT 


TaBLE 1 shows, for London and the County Boroughs and those urban dis- 
tricts with resident populations exceeding 50,000 at the last Census, the number 
of births and deaths (distinguishing deaths from certain causes and those of 
infants under one year of age) for the week ended last Saturday. The births 
relate to those registered in the area, but include births occurring in municipal 
maternity hospitals situate outside the area to which they belong. 

The deaths are exclusive of non-residents but corrected as far as possible 
by the inclusion of deaths of residents in other areas. The deaths in Edinburgh 
and Glasgow are fully corrected for non-residents ; those in Dublin and Belfast 
are corrected by the exclusion of deaths of non-residents occurring in public 
institutions. 


TABLE 2 shows the deaths in London at ages and by causes of death and by 
cause in the current year to date with corresponding figures for the previous 
year. 

TABLE 3 is a summary of cases of certain specified infectious diseases in 
England and Wales notifiable under the general law or under orders made by 
the Local Government Board or Minister of Health and is based upon weekly 
returns received from the Medical Officers of Health of all Local (and Port) 
Sanitary Authorities. 

The names of districts in respect of which ‘‘ Nil”’ returns have been received 
indicating that no cases of the specified infectious diseases have been notified 
during the week, are omitied from this Summary. 


TABLE 3A is similar to Table 3, but relates to the returns received too late 
for inclusion in Table 3 of the previous week. It includes revised figures for 
England and Wales as a whole for that week. 


TaBLE 4 shows for (a) London and (b) the Great Towns in the aggregate the 
births, deaths (distinguishing those of infants under one year of age) and 
numbers of notified cases of and deaths from certain diseases in each of the 
preceding thirteen weeks and in the current year to date with corresponding 
figures for the previous year. 


TaBLeE 5 is a Report of the meteorological conditions in certain towns for the 
week as a whole. 


TaBLE 6 is a Report of the meteorological observations taken at Greenwich 
on each day of the week. 

Summaries of the information, adjusted in respect of any returns or corrections 
received too late for the weekly issues, are published in the Registrar-General’s 
Quarterly Return and the Statistical Review (Part I). 


NOTES FOR THE WEEK ENDED 17th OCTOBER, 1936 
Birtus AND DEATHS. 


In the 122 County Boroughs and Great Towns of England and Wales 
the live births registered in the forty-second week of the year numbered 6,233 
corresponding to an annual rate of 15-5 per 1,000 living: stillbirths numbered 
244 corresponding to a rate of 38 per 1,000 total births registered (including 
stillborn): the deaths (excluding stillbirths) corrected as far as possible for 
non-residents numbered 4,534 (357 more than in the preceding week). 


Infant mortality, based on the average weekly number of live births during 
the last 52 weeks, was 50, against 46, 45 and 52 in the preceding three weeks. 


In London (Administrative County including the City of London) there

SCOTTISH HEALTH SERVICES 


The main requirements of a National Health Service for 
Scotland are outlined in this striking report which has just 
been published by a Committee of the Department of Health 
for Scotland.

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EXPLANATORY STATEMENT 


TABLE 1 shows, for London and the County Boroughs and those urban dis- 
tricts with resident populations exceeding 50,000 at the last Census, the number 
of births and deaths (distinguishing deaths from certain causes and those of 
infants under one year of age) for the week ended last Saturday. The births 
relate to those registered in the area, but include births occurring in municipal 
maternity hospitals situate outside the area to which they belong. 

The deaths are exclusive of non-residents but corrected as far as possible 
by the inclusion of deaths of residents in other areas. The deaths in Edinburgh 
and Glasgow are fully corrected for non-residents: those in Dublin and Belfast 
are corrected by the exclusion of deaths of non-residents occurring in public 
institutions. 


TaBLE 2 shows the deaths in London at ages and by causes of death and by 
cause in the current year to date with corresponding figures for the previous 
year. 


TABLE 3 is a summary of cases of certain specified infectious diseases in 
Engiand and Wales notifiable under the general law or under orders made by 
the Local Government Board or Minister of Health and is based upon weekly 
returns received from the Medical Officers of Health of all Local (and Port) 
Sanitary Authorities. 


The names of districts in respect of which ‘‘ Nil’’ returns have been received 
indicating that no cases of the specified infectious diseases have been notified 
during the week, are omiited from this Summary. 


TaBLE 3A is similar to Table 3, but relates to the returns received too late 
for inclusion in Table 3 of the previous week. It includes revised figures for 
England and Wales as a whole for that week. 


TaBLz 4 shows for (a) London and (6) the Great Towns in the aggregate the 
births, deaths (distinguishing those of infants under one year of age) and 
numbers of notified cases of and deaths from certain diseases in each of the 
preceding thirteen weeks and in the current year to date with corresponding 
figures for the previous year. 


TABLE 5 is a Report of the meteorological conditions in certain towns for the 
week as a whole. 


TABLE 6 is a Report of the meteorological observations taken at Greenwich 
on each day of the week. 

Summaries of the information, adjusted in respect of any returns or corrections 
received too late for the weekly issues, are published in the Registrar-General’s 
Quarterly Return and the Statistical Review (Part I). 


NOTES FOR THE WEEK ENDED 24th OCTOBER, 1936 


Birtus AND DZ#ATHS. 


In the 122 County Boroughs and Great Towns of England and Wales 
the live births registered in the forty-third week of the year numbered 6,154 
corresponding to an annual rate of 15-3 per 1,000 living: stilibirths numbered 
278 corresponding to a rate of 43 per 1,000 total births registered (including 
stillborn): the deaths (excluding stillbirths) corrected as far as possible for 
non-residents numbered 4,498 (36 less than in the preceding week). 


Infant mortality, based on the average weekly number of live births during 
the last 52 weeks, was 47, against 45, 52 and 50 in the preceding three weeks. 


In London (Administrative County including the City of London) there 
were 1,238 live births registered corresponding to an annual rate of 15:4 per 
1,000 living: stillbirths numbered 43 corresponding to a rate of 34 per 1,000

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EXPLANATORY STATEMENT 


TABLE 1 shows, for London and the County Boroughs and those urban dis- 
tricts with resident populations exceeding 50,000 at the last Census, the number 
of births and deaths (distinguishing deaths from certain causes and those of 
infants under one year of age) for the week ended last Saturday. The births 
relate to those registered in the area, but include births occurring in municipal 
maternity hospitals situate outside the area to which they belong. 

The deaths are exclusive of non-residents but corrected as far as possible 
by the inclusion of deaths of residents in other areas. The deaths in Edinburgh 
and Glasgow are fully corrected for non-residents ; those in Dublin and Belfast 
are corrected by the exclusion of deaths of non-residents occurring in public 
institutions. 


TABLE 2 shows the deaths in London at ages and by causes of death and by 
cause in the current year to date with corresponding figures for the previous 
year, 


TABLE 3 is a summary of cases of certain specified infectious diseases in 
England and Wales notifiable under the general law or under orders made by 
the Local Government Board or Minister of Health and is based upon weekly 
returns received from the Medical Officers of Health of all Local (and Port) 
Sanitary Authorities. 

The names of districts in respect of which “‘ Nil’ returns have been received 
indicating that no cases of the specified infectious diseases have been notified 
during the week, are omitted from this Summary. 


TasB_E 3A is similar to Table 3, but relates to the returns received too late 
for inclusion in Table 3 of the previous week. It includes revised figures for 
England and Wales as a whole for that week. 


TABLE 4 shows for (a) London and (b) the Great Towns in the aggregate the 
births, deaths (distinguishing those of infants under one year of age) and 
numbers of notified cases of and deaths from certain diseases in each of the 
preceding thirteen weeks and in the current year to date with corresponding 
figures for the previous year.

BIRTHS AND DEATHS. 


In the 122 County Boroughs and Great Towns of England and Wales 
the live births registered in the forty-fourth week of the year numbered 5,939 
corresponding to an annual rate of 14-8 per 1,000 living: stillbirths numbered 
259 corresponding to a rate of 42 per 1,000 total births registered (including 
stillborn): the deaths (excluding stillbirths) corrected as far as possible for 
non-residents numbered 4,332 (166 less than in the preceding week). 


Infant mortality, based on the average weekly number of live births during 
the last 52 weeks, was 47, against 52, 50 and 47 in the preceding three weeks. 


In London (Administrative County including the City of London) there 
were 1,171 live births registered corresponding to an annual rate of 14-6 per 
1,000 living: stillbirths numbered 43 corresponding to a rate of 35 per 1,000 
total births (including stillborn): the deaths (excluding stillbirths) numbered 
883 (11 more than the number in the preceding week): infant mortality, based 
on the average weekly number of live births during the last 52 weeks, was 48 
against 52, 56 and 37 in the preceding three weeks.

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EXPLANATORY STATEMENT 


TABLE 1 shows, for London and the County Boroughs and those urban dis- 
tricts with resident populations exceeding 50,000 at the last Census, the number 
of births and deaths (distinguishing deaths from certain causes and those of 
infants under one year of age) for the week ended last Saturday. The births 
relate to those registered in the area, but include births occurring in municipal 
maternity hospitals situate outside the area to which they belong. 

The deaths are exclusive of non-residents but corrected as far as possible 
by the inclusion of deaths of residents in other areas. The deaths in Edinburgh 
and Glasgow are fully corrected for non-residents ; those in Dublin and Belfast 
are corrected by the exclusion of deaths of non-residents occurring in public 
institutions. 


TABLE 2 shows the deaths in London at ages and by causes of death and by 
cause in the current year to date with corresponding figures for the previous 
year. 


TaBLE 3 is a summary of cases of certain specified infectious diseases in 
England and Wales notifiable under the general law or under orders made by 
the Local Government Board or Minister of Health and is based upon weekly 
returns received from the Medical Officers of Health of all Local (and Port) 
Sanitary Authorities. 

The names of districts in respect: of which “ Nil’’ returns have been received 
indicating that no cases of the specified infectious diseases have been notified 
during the week, are omitted from this Summary. 


TABLE 3A is similar to Table 3, but relates to the returns received too late 
for inclusion in Table 3 of the previous week. It includes revised figures for 
England and Wales as a whole for that week. 


TABLE 4 shows for (a) London and (b) the Great Towns in the aggregate the 
births, deaths (distinguishing those of infants under one year of age) and 
numbers of notified cases of and deaths from certain diseases in each of the 
preceding thirteen weeks and in the current ae to date with corresponding 
figures for the previous year.

In the 122 County Boroughs and Great Towns of England and Wales 
the live births registered in the forty-fifth week of the year numbered 6,540 
corresponding to an annual rate of 16-3 per 1,000 living: stillbirths numbered 
269 corresponding to a rate of 40 per 1,000 total births registered (including 
stillborn): the deaths (excluding stillbirths) corrected as far as possible for 
non-residents numbered 4,353 (21 more than in the preceding week). 

Infant mortality, based on the average weekly number of live births during 
the last 52 weeks, was 50, against 50, 47 and 47 in the preceding three weeks. 


In London (Administrative County including the City of London) there 
were 1,195 live births registered corresponding to an annual rate of 14-9 per 
1,000 living: stillbirths numbered 39 corresponding to a rate of 32 per 1,000 
total births (including stillborn): the deaths (excluding stillbirths) numbered 
886 (3 more than the number in the preceding week): infant mortality, based 
on the average weekly number of live births during the last 52 weeks, was 49 
against 56, 37 and 48 in the preceding three weeks.

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EXPLANATORY STATEMENT 


TaBLE 1 shows, for London and the County Boroughs and those urban dis- 
tricts with resident populations exceeding 50,000 at the last Census, the number 
of births and deaths (distinguishing deaths from certain causes and those of 
infants. under one year of age) for the week ended last Saturday. The births 
relate to those registered in the area, but include births occurring in municipal 
maternity hospitals situate outside the area to which they belong. 

The deaths are exclusive of non-residents but corrected as far as possible 
by the inclusion of deaths of residents in other areas. The deaths in Edinburgh 
and Glasgow are fully corrected for non-residents ; those in Dublin and Belfast 
are corrected by the exclusion of deaths of non-residents occurring in public 
institutions. 


TaBLE 2 shows the deaths in London at ages and by causes of death and by 
cause in the current year to date with corresponding figures for the previous 
year, 


TABLE 3 is a summary of cases of certain specified infectious diseases in 
England and Wales notifiable under the general law or under orders made by 
the Local Government Board or Minister of Health and is based upon weekly 
returns received from the Medical Officers of Health of all Local (and Port) 
Sanitary Authorities. 

The names of districts in respect of which “ Nil” returns have been received 
indicating that no cases of the specified infectious diseases have been notified 
during the week, are omitted from this Summary. 


TABLE 3A is similar to Table 3, but relates to the returns received too late 
for inclusion in Table 3 of the previous week. It includes revised figures for 
England and Wales as a whole for that week. 


TaBLe 4 shows for (a) London and (b) the Great 'Towns in the aggregate the 
births, deaths (distinguishing those of infants under one year of age) and 
numbers of notified cases of and deaths from certain diseases in each of the 
preceding thirteen weeks and in the current year to date with corresponding 
figures for the previous year.

stillborn): the deaths (excluding stillbirths) corrected as far as possible for 
non-residents numbered 4,324 (29 less than in the preceding week). 


Infant mortality, based on the average weekly number of live births during 
the last 52 weeks, was 56, against 47, 47 and 50 in the preceding three weeks.

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EXPLANATORY STATEMENT 


TaBLe 1 shows, for London and the County Boroughs and those urban dis- 
tricts with resident populations exceeding 50,000 at the last Census, the number 
of births and deaths (distinguishing deaths from certain causes and those of 
infants under one year of age) for the week ended last Saturday. The births 
relate to those registered in the area, but include births occurring in municipal 
maternity hospitals situate outside the area to which they belong. 

The deaths are exclusive of non-residents but corrected as far as possible 
by the inclusion of deaths of residents in other areas. The deaths in Edinburgh 
and Glasgow are fully corrected for non-residents ; those in Dublin and Belfast 
are corrected by the exclusion of deaths of non-residents occurring in public 
institutions. ; 


TaBLE 2 shows the deaths in London at ages and by causes of death and by 
cause in the current year to date with corresponding figures for the previous 
year, 


TaBLE 3 is a summary of cases of certain specified infectious diseases in 
England and Wales notifiable under the general law or under orders made by 
the Local Government Board or Minister of Health and is based upon weekly 
returns received from the Medical Officers of Health of all Local (and Port) 
Sanitary Authorities. 

The names of districts in respect of which “‘ Nil”’ returns have been received 
indicating that no cases of the specified infectious diseases have been notified 
during the week, are omitted from this Summary. 


TABLE 3A is similar to Table 3, but relates to the returns received too late 
for inclusion in Table 3 of the previous week. It includes revised figures for 
England and Wales as a whole for that week. 


TaBLy 4 shows for (a) London and (6) the Great Towns in the aggregate the 
births, deaths (distinguishing those of infants under one year of age) and 
numbers of notified cases of and deaths from certain diseases in each of the 
preceding thirteen weeks and in the current year to date with corresponding 
figures for the previous year. 


TABLE 5 is a Report of the meteorological conditions in certain towns for the 
week as a whole. 


TABLE 6 is a Report of the meteorological observations taken at Greenwich 
on each day of the week.

BIRTHS AND DEATHS, 


In the 122 County Boroughs and Great Towns of England and Wales 
the live births registered in the forty-seventh week of the year numbered 6,115 
corresponding to an annual rate of 15-2 per 1,000 living: stillbirths numbered 
271 corresponding to a rate of 42 per 1,000 total births registered (including 
stillborn): the deaths (excluding stillbirths) corrected as far as possible for 
non-residents numbered 4,385 (61 more than in the preceding week). 


Infant mortality, based on the average weekly number of live births during 
the last 52 weeks, was 57, against 47, 50 and 56 in the preceding three weeks. 


In London (Administrative County including the City of London) there 
were 1,238 live births registered corresponding to an annual rate of 15-4 per 
1,000 living: stillbirths numbered 48 corresponding to a rate of 37 per 1,000 
total births (including stillborn): the deaths (excluding stillbirths) numbered 
938 (122 more than the number in the preceding week) : infant mortality, based 
on the average weekly number of live births during the last 52 weeks, was 62 
against 48, 49 and 53 in the preceding three weeks.

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EXPLANATORY STATEMENT 


TABLE 1 shows, for London and the County Boroughs and those urban dis- 
tricts with resident populations exceeding 50,000 at the last Census, the number 
of births and deaths (distinguishing deaths from certain causes and those of 
infants under one year of age) for the week ended last Saturday. The births 
relate to those registered in the area, but include births occurring in municipal 
maternity hospitals situate outside the area to which they belong. 

The deaths are exclusive of non-residents but corrected as far as possible 
by the inclusion of deaths of residents in other areas. The deaths in Edinburgh 
and Glasgow are fully corrected for non-residents ; those in Dublin and Belfast 
are corrected by the exclusion of deaths of non-residents occurring in public 
institutions. 


TaBLE 2 shows the deaths in London at ages and by causes of death and by 
cause in the current year to date with corresponding figures for the previous 
year. 


TABLE 3 is a summary of cases of certain specified infectious diseases in 
England and Wales notifiable under the general law or under orders made by 
the Local Government Board or Minister of Health and is based upon weekly 
returns received from the Medical Officers of Health of all Local (and Port) 
Sanitary Authorities. 

The names of districts in respect of which ‘‘ Nil”’ returns have been received 
indicating that no cases of the specified infectious diseases have been notified 
during the week, are omitted from this Summary. 


TABLE 3A is similar to Table 3, but relates to the returns received too late 
for inclusion in Table 3 of the previous week. It includes revised figures for 
England and Wales as a whole for that week. 


TaBie 4 shows for (a) London and (6) the Great Towns in the aggregate the 
births, deaths (distinguishing those of infants under one year of age) and 
numbers of notified cases of and deaths from certain diseases in each of the 
preceding thirteen weeks and in the current year to date with corresponding 
figures for the previous year.

In the 122 County Boroughs and Great Towns of England and Wales 
the live births registered in the forty-eighth week of the year numbered 5,705 
corresponding to an annual rate of 14-2 per 1,000 living: stillbirths numbered 
272 corresponding to a rate of 46 per 1,000 total births registered (including 
stillborn): the deaths (excluding stillbirths) corrected as far as possible for 
non-residents numbered 5,082 (697 more than in the preceding week). 

Infant mortality, based on the average weekly number of live births during 
the last 52 weeks, was 54, against 50, 56 and 57 in the preceding three weeks. 


In London (Administrative County including the City of London) there 
were 1,152 live births registered corresponding to an annual rate of 14-4 per 
1,000 living: stillbirths numbered 37 corresponding to a rate of 31 per 1,000 
total births (including stillborn): the deaths (excluding stillbirths) numbered 
951 (13 more than the number in the preceding week): infant mortality, based 
on the average weekly number of live births during the last 52 weeks, was 50 
against 49, 53 and 62 in the preceding three weeks.

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EXPLANATORY STATEMENT 


Taste | shows, for London and the County Boroughs and those urban dis- 
tricts with resident populations exceeding 50,000 at the last Census, the number 
of births and deaths (distinguishing deaths from certain causes and those of 
infants under one year of age) for the week ended last Saturday. The births 
relate to those registered in the area, but include births occurring in municipal 
maternity hospitals situate outside the area to which they belong. 

The deaths are exclusive of non-residents but corrected as far as possible 
by the inclusion of deaths of residents in other areas. The deaths in Edinburgh 
and Glasgow are fully corrected for non-residents ; those in Dublin and Belfast 
are corrected by the exclusion of deaths of non-residents occurring in public 
institutions. 


TABLE 2 shows the deaths in London at ages and by causes of death and by 
cause in the current year to date with corresponding figures for the previous 
year. 


TABLE 3 is a summary of cases of certain specified infectious diseases in 
England and Wales notifiable under the general law or under orders made by 
the Local Government Board or Minister of Health and is based upon weekly 
returns received from the Medical Officers of Health of all Local (and Port)

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EXPLANATORY STATEMENT 


TaBLE 1 shows, for London and the County Boroughs and those urban dis- 
tricts with resident populations exceeding 50,000 at the last Census, the number 
of births and deaths (distinguishing deaths from certain causes and those of 
infants under one year of age) for the week ended last Saturday. The births 
relate to those registered in the area, but include births occurring in municipal 
maternity hospitals situate outside the area to which they belong. 

The deaths are exclusive of non-residents but corrected as far as possible 
by the inclusion of deaths of residents in other areas. The deaths in Edinburgh 
and Glasgow are fully corrected for non-residents ; those in Dublin and Belfast 
are corrected by the exclusion of deaths of non-residents occurring in public 
institutions. 


TaBLE 2 shows the deaths in London at ages and by causes of death and by 
cause in the current year to date with corresponding figures for the previous 
year. 


TABLE 3 is a summary of cases of certain specified infectious diseases in 
England and Wales notifiable under the general law or under orders made by 
the Local Government Board or Minister of Health and is based upon weekly 
returns received from the Medical Officers of Health of all Local (and Port) 
Sanitary Authorities. 


The names of districts in respect of which ‘‘ Nil”’ returns have been received 
indicating that no cases of the specified infectious diseases have been notified 
during the week, are omitted from this Summary. 


TABLE 3A is similar to Table 3, but relates to the returns received too late 
for inclusion in Table 3 of the previous week. It includes revised figures for 
England and Wales as a whole for that week. 


TABLE 4 shows for (a) London and (6) the Great Towns in the aggregate the 
births, deaths (distinguishing those of infants under one year of age) and 
numbers of notified cases of and deaths from certain diseases in each of the 
preceding thirteen weeks and in the current year to date with corresponding 
figures for the previous year.

In the 122 County Boroughs and Great Towns of England and Wales 
the live births registered in the fiftieth week of the year numbered 5,614 
corresponding to an annual rate of 14-0 per 1,000 living: stillbirths numbered 
279 corresponding to a rate of 47 per 1,000 total births registered (including 
stillborn): the deaths (excluding stillbirths) corrected as far as possible for 
non-residents numbered 4,973 (104 less than in the preceding week). 

Infant mortality, based on the average weekly number of live births during 
the last 52 weeks, was 57, against 57, 54 and 58 in the preceding three weeks. 


In London (Administrative County including the City of London) there 
were 1,082 live births registered corresponding to an annual rate of 13-5 per 
1,000 living: stillbirths numbered 45 corresponding to a rate of 40 per 1,000 
total births (including stillborn): the deaths (excluding stillbirths) numbered 
956 (23 less than the number in the preceding week) : infant mortality, based 
on the average weekly number of live births during the last 52 weeks, was 58 
against 62, 50 and 56 in the preceding three weeks.

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EXPLANATORY STATEMENT 


TaBLE 1 shows, for London and the County Boroughs and those urban dis- 
tricts with resident populations exceeding 50,000 at the last Census, the number 
of births and deaths (distinguishing deaths from certain causes and those of 
infants under one year of age) for the week ended last Saturday. The births 
relate to those registered in the area, but include births occurring in municipal 
maternity hospitals situate outside the area to which they belong. 


The deaths are exclusive of non-residents but corrected as far as possible 
by the inclusion of deaths of residents in other areas. The deaths in Edinburgh 
and Glasgow are fully corrected for non-residents ; those in Dublin and Belfast 
are corrected by the exclusion of deaths of non-residents occurring in public 
institutions. 

TaBLE 2 shows the deaths in London at ages and by causes of death and by 
cause in the current year to date with corresponding figures for the previous 
year. 


TABLE 3 is a summary of cases of certain specified infectious diseases in 
England and Wales notifiable under the general law or under orders made by 
the Local Government Board or Minister of Health and is based upon weekly 
returns received from the Medical Officers of Health of all Local (and Port) 
Sanitary Authorities. 


The names of districts in respect of which “ Nil” returns have been received 
indicating that no cases of the specified infectious diseases have been notified 
during the week, are omitted from this Summary. 


TABLE 3A is similar to Table 3, but relates to the returns received too late 
for inclusion in Table 3 of the previous week. It includes revised figures for 
England and Wales as a whole for that week. 


TABLE 4 shows for (a) London and (b) the Great Towns in the aggregate the 
births, deaths (distinguishing those of infants under one year of age) and 
numbers of notified cases of and deaths from certain diseases in each of the 
preceding thirteen weeks and in the current year to date with corresponding 
figures for the previous year.

In the 122 County Boroughs and Great Towns of England and Wales 
the live births registered in the fifty-first week of the year numbered 6,014 
corresponding to an annual rate of 15-0 per 1,000 living: stillbirths numbered 
254 corresponding to a rate of 41 per 1,000 total births registered (including 
stillborn): the deaths (excluding stillbirths) corrected as far as possible for 
non-residents numbered 5,339 (366 more than in the preceding week). 

Infant mortality, based on the average weekly number of live births during 
the last 52 weeks, was 59, against 54, 58 and 57 in the preceding three weeks. 


In London (Administrative County including the City of London) there 
were 1,148 live births registered corresponding to an annual rate of 14:3 per 
1,000 living: stillbirths numbered 32 corresponding to a rate of 27 per 1,000 
total births (including stillborn): the deaths (excluding stillbirths) numbered 
1,058 (102 more than the number in the preceding week) : infant mortality, based 
on the average weekly number of live births during the last 52 weeks, was 54 
against 50, 56 and 58 in the preceding three weeks.

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| EXPLANATORY STATEMENT 


TaBLE 1 shows, for London and the County Boroughs and those urban dis- 
tricts with resident populations exceeding 50,000 at the last Census, the number 
of births and deaths (distinguishing deaths from certain causes and those of 
infants under one year of age) for the week ended last Saturday. The births 
relate to those registered in the area, but include births occurring in municipal 
maternity hospitals situate outside the area to which they belong. 

The deaths are exclusive of non-residents but corrected as far as possible 
by the inclusion of deaths of residents in other areas. The deaths in Edinburgh 
and Glasgow are fully corrected for non-residents ; those in Dublin and Belfast 
are corrected by the exclusion of deaths of non-residents eccurring in public 
institutions. 


TABLE 2 shows the deaths in London at ages and by causes of death and by 
cause in the current year to date with corresponding figures for the previous 
year. . 


TABLE 3 is a summary of cases of certain specified infectious diseases in 
England and Wales notifiable under the general law or under orders made by 
the Local Government Board or Minister of Health and is based upon weekly 
returns received from the Medical Officers of Health of all Local (and Port) 
Sanitary Authorities. 

The names of districts in respect of which “ Nil’? returns have been received 
indicating that no cases of the specified infectious diseases have been notified 
during the week, are omitted from this Summary. 


TABLE 3A is similar to Table 3, but relates to the returns received too late 
for inclusion in Table 3 of the previous week. It includes revised figures for 
England and Wales as a whole for that week. 


TABLE 4 shows for (a) London and (6) the Great Towns in the aggregate the 
births, deaths (distinguishing those of infants under one year of age) and 
numbers of notified cases of and deaths from certain diseases in each of the 
preceding thirteen weeks and in the current year to date with corresponding 
figures for the previous year.

In the 122 County Boroughs and Great Towns of England and Wales 
the live births registered in the fifty-second week of the year numbered 4,255 
corresponding to an annual rate of 10-6 per 1,000 living: stillbirths numbered 
220 corresponding to a rate of 49 per 1,000 total births registered (including 
- stillborn): the deaths (excluding stillbirths) corrected as far as possible for 
non-residents numbered 4,350 (989 less than in the preceding week). 


Infant mortality, based on the average weekly number of live births during 
the last 52 weeks, was 46, against 58, 57 and 59 in the preceding three weeks. 


In London (Administrative County including the City of London) there 
were 822 live births registered corresponding to an annual rate of 10-2 per 
1,000 living: stillbirths numbered 33 corresponding to a rate of 39 per 1,000 
total births (including stillborn): the deaths (excluding stillbirths) numbered 
877 (181 less than the number in the preceding week): infant mortality, based 
on the average weekly number of live births during the last 52 weeks, was 38 
against 56, 58 and 54 in the preceding three weeks. 


Notre.—The abnormally low number of live births and deaths registered during 
the week is mainly due to delay in registration owing to the Christmas Holidays.

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EXPLANATORY STATEMENT 


TaBLE I shows, for London and the County Boroughs and those urban districts 
with resident populations exceeding 50,000 at the last Census, the number of births 
and deaths (distinguishing deaths from certain causes and those of infants under 
one year of age) for the week ended last Saturday. The births relate to those 
registered in the area, but include births occurring in municipal maternity hospitals 
situate outside the area to which they belong. | 

The deaths are exclusive of non-residents but corrected as far as possible by the 
inclusion of deaths of residents in other areas. The deaths in Edinburgh and 
Glasgow are fully corrected for non-residents; those in Dublin and Belfast are 
corrected by the exclusion of deaths of non-residents occurring in public institutions. 


TABLE 2 shows the deaths in London at ages and by causes of death and by cause : 
in the current year to date with corresponding figures for the previous year. 

TABLE 3 is a summary of cases of certain specified infectious diseases in England 
and Wales notifiable under the general law or under orders made by the Local 
Government Board or Minister of Health and is based upon weekly returns received 
from the Medical Officers of Health of all Local (and Port) Sanitary Authorities. 

The names of districts in respect of which “‘ Nil’’ returns have been received 
indicating that no cases of the specified infectious diseases have been notified during 
the week, are omitted from this Summary. 

TABLE 3A is similar to Table 3, but relates to the returns received too late for 
inclusion in Table 3 of the previous week. It includes revised figures for England 
and Wales as a whole for that week. 

TABLE 4 shows for (a) London and (b) the Great Towns in the aggregate the 
births, deaths (distinguishing those of infants under one year of age) and numbers 
of notified cases of and deaths from certain diseases in each of the preceding thirteen 
weeks and in the current year to date with corresponding figures for the previous 
year. 

TABLE 5 is a Report of the meteorological conditions in certain towns for the 
week as a whole. 

TABLE 6 is a Report of the meteorological observations taken at Greenwich on 
each day of the week. ; ;

NOTES FOR THE WEEK ENDED 2nd JANUARY, 1937 


BIRTHS AND DEATHS. 


In the 122 County Boroughs and Great Towns offEngland and Wales the 
live births registered in the fifty-third week of the year numbered 6,593 corre- 
sponding to an annual rate of 16-4 per 1,000 living: stillbirths numbered 302 
corresponding to a rate of 44 per 1,000 total births registered (including stillborn) : 
the deaths (excluding stillbirths) corrected as far as possible for non-residents 
numbered 6,808 (2,458 more than in the preceding week). ; 


Infant mortality, based on the average weekly number of live births during the 
last 52 weeks, was 78, against 57, 59 and 46 in the preceding three weeks. 


During the last four weeks deaths from influenza numbered 54, 57, 97 and 325 — 
respectively. 


In London (Administrative County including the City of London) there were 
1,293 live births registered corresponding to an annual rate of 16-1 per 1,000 living : 
stillbirths numbered 44 corresponding to a rate of 33 per 1,000 total births (including 
stillborn) : the deaths (excluding stillbirths) numbered 1,771 (894 more than the 
number in the preceding week) : infant mortality, based on the average weekly number ~ 
of live births during the last 52 weeks, was 103 against 58, 54 and 38 in the preceding ~ 
three weeks. 


Note.—The increase in the numbers of registered births and deaths is partly due 
to delayed registrations from the previous (Christmas) week.
